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Foreword 

This book is the product of a lifetime of careful study, re¬ 
flection, observation and experience by one who has been very 
closely associated with the field in which he writes. 

The work is written for the man in the street—the average 
citizen. While the intelligence of the latter must never be 
underestimated, especially in a land where prevails ‘Govern¬ 
ment of the people, by the people and for the people’, yet it 
is hardly to be expected that the general public will find time 
to make a special study of a very difficult and involved sub¬ 
ject. Moreover, many sources of information are not avail¬ 
able to them, especially those connected with the Roman 
Catholic Church. She guards her deeply-laid plans very care¬ 
fully and seldom reveals her hand openly. There is one thing 
for which she must be given credit—that of being mistress 
of diplomacy, especially in the modern sense of the word. 

The author has lived through many of the events men¬ 
tioned, and often writes from first-hand experience of them, 
in a period of over thirty years, seventeen of which were 
spent as a Roman Catholic priest. His aim is to give the 
average person a simple presentation of the subject and the 
benefit of his knowledge. 

Some of the material used has been published in magazine 
articles and in booklet form. The great interest shown has 
influenced the author to include all the material under one 
cover, so that the reader may see the picture as a whole— 
not just in sections. 

In order to preserve the unity of each Chapter a certain 
amount of repetition has been considered advisable—and 
repetition is good if it achieves its objective—that of awaken¬ 
ing our American people to a vital and dynamic problem. 
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The detailed table of contents and the sub-headings of each 
chapter enables the reader to refer to any of the material 
with great facility. The subject matter is controversial and 
of tremendous importance to every American. The events 
mentioned are taking place in this our day, before our very 
eyes, and are in the process of maturing—gradually and re¬ 
lentlessly. After obtaining a good grasp of the overall pic¬ 
ture, as outlined in this book, it is hoped that the reader will 
continue his studies of the problem in its many aspects, and 
then go out into the busy market places of men. He must 
leave there the impression of a keen, alert and loyal Amer¬ 
ican, dedicated to the basic principles that have made our 
nation great.

I once heard the story of an old monk who became enlight¬ 
ened—saw the Light. He then sealed up his manuscript in a 
wall, hoping future generations might discover it and benefit. 
Posterity lost out, by his failure to distinguish between what 
was in his head—and in a hole in the wall. It was a sort of 
hit-and-run deal, as we would say today, with the Papacy 
as the victim. Eventually even the stones — in the wall — 
cried out. 
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Introduction 

The author was born an Irish Protestant and remained so 
for the first twentyone years of his life. Led to believe the 
erroneous claim that the fullness of Christ’s teaching was 
only to be found in the Roman Catholic Church, he embraced 
that religion for thirty long years. Of these, twenty-three 
were spent as a member of a Roman Catholic Religious Com¬ 
munity, and seventeen very active years as a Roman Catholic 
priest. 

Fighting against grave internal abuses, and also external 
ones involving the relations between Church and State, the 
author finally came to the realization of the fact that the 
abuses were all founded, basically, in erroneous doctrines. 
Consequently, in his letter of resignation sent direct to Pope 
Pius XII, July 26, 1953, he stated: 

“For many years I have brought to your attention, and 
to the attention of Roman Congregations, numerous grave 
and flagrant abuses of religion, internal ones and also ex¬ 
ternal ones involving relations between Church and State . . . 

The bright jewel of Christ’s teaching is too precious to 
all men, to be beclouded by scandals, hypocricy and double¬ 
dealing. It must shine forth, untarnished. Nor must flagrant 
and persistent evils be permitted under the guise of the sacred 
cloak of religion. 

Therefore I have no desire to be associated with any or¬ 
ganization, religious or otherwise, in which the gravest abuses 
are both tolerated and even condoned. Please accept my im¬ 
mediate resignation ...” 
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SOURCES OF ABUSES 

Abuses, including those concerning the relations between 
Church and State, spring from man-made doctrines. Christ 
was careful to lay down a principle to take care of the situa¬ 
tion : 

“Render therefore to Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s; and to God the things that are God’s.” 

(Matt. 22, 21) 

Christianity is still the greatest force in the world today 
and Christians must not allow it to be dragged down to the 
le\el of national and international political intrigue, and 
power-politics. Many who claim to be exponents of Christian¬ 
ity are its greatest betrayers. Often crimes are perpetrated 
under the guise of the sacred cloak of religion. 

There are those who call for a second Reformation. What 
is needed today is a reaffirmation of the basic principles of 
the Sixteenth Century Reformation—a period of Restoration. 
We must jettison the excess baggage that has once more ac¬ 
cumulated—like dust—in the intervening years. The over¬ 
emphasis placed on the material side of religion, and the use 
of power-politics and other questionable means, by a powerful 
politico-religious branch of Western Christianity, has cha¬ 
grined many sincere followers of Christ, and robbed Chris¬ 
tianity, in its overall aspect, of much of its rightful heritage 
of spiritual vitality. Only by a return to our ancient landmarks 
shall that vitality be revived. 
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Christianity in The West 

Today Christianity in the West stands at a crossroads. 
Two devastating World Wars have left their marks among 
the most powerful of the nations representing Western Chris¬ 
tian civilization—indelible scars that have left their ravages 
behind in such a way that the spiritual content of the Faith 
of these nations has been weakened, as well as the external 
manifestations of it. 

In addition, the onrush of an exaggerated, materialistic 
and Godless philosophy of life, commonly termed Commu¬ 
nism, has disturbed the minds and hearts of even some of 
the staunchest of Christ’s adherents. We are reminded here 
of the warning of Our Lord as recorded in the 24th. Chapter 
of St. Matthew’s Gospel, verses 11 and 12: 

“And many false prophets shall rise, and deceive 
many. And because iniquity shall abound, the love 
of many shall wax cold.” 

Another sad feature is that the two World Wars, in recent 
years, started and led by Christian nations of the West; and 
the inevitable aftermath of these wars—suffering and un¬ 
rest—have paved the way for the Asiatics and Mongolian 
non-Christian and pagan hordes—to proceed a long way to¬ 
wards the overrunning of all Europe. This danger is ever 
present—thanks to ourselves. 

Consequently, in this our own day, we have seen a decline 
in the West and a resurgence in the East. The cycles of history 
have shown that civilization started in the East and wended 
its inevitable way across the bourne of time and tide and 
space—ever forging Westwards. Nor have continents and 
oceans been able to stem its onward march to the West. 
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As o’er each continent and island the setting sun daily sings 
its own Vespers and sounds its own: ‘Taps,’ so the dawn of 
each new day sounds the; ‘Reveille.’ 

Men have made great progress within a period measured 
by the living memory of men, and have gone far towards con¬ 
quering that vast realm of space that should bring us closer 
to a realization of the power and dominion of that Infinite 
Being, God, Whose Divine Intellect rules not only our Uni¬ 
verse but other universes perhaps as numberless as the sands 
of the sea or the stars of the heavens. All our progress in the 
realm of space may be but a merciful sign permitted by God 
—a signal—to resurrect that faith so lacking in this our day

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Chapter I 

What is Involved in Church and State Issue 

The average American man and woman, including their 
Roman Catholic brethren, do not realize just what is involved 
in the issue between Church and State, or the fundamental 
importance of the problem. Basic liberties are at stake—the 
very right to freedom of religion and the pursuit of happiness. 

SOME LIBERTIES JEOPARDIZED 

I give only a partial list of cherished liberties that could 
be taken away if Rome gained control in the United States 
of America: 

The right to worship God in the Church of your choice. 

The right to give your children a true American education. 

The right of children to follow the religion of their Pro¬ 
testant parent, and later to choose for themselves. 

The right of you and your children to be be married in the 
Church of your choice and theirs. 

The right of children of mixed marriages to receive Pro¬ 
testant religious education, according to choice of them¬ 
selves and the Protestant parent. 

OTHER CHRISTIAN CHURCHES INVOLVED 

The right of other Churches to propagate their teachings 
and to conduct public worship, is also in question, and their 
right to instruct youth. Ultimately, if the Roman Catholic 
Church gained control, the very right of other Churches to 
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exist would be called into question. At first, Baptist, Meth¬ 
odist, Episcopalian, Lutheran and other Churches would be 
very must restricted, and then faced with extinction as teach¬ 
ers of heresy. Americans should never forget that the Roman 
Catholic Church is only one out of several hundred religious 
groups, all being equal before the law, and should maintain 
this American principle. 

The Roman Catholic Church condemns the proposition 
that every man is free to embrace and profess the religion 
he shall believe true, guided by the light of reason. (Syllabus 
of Errors, Pius IX, 1864) She claims the exclusive right to 
superimpose her system of religion upon the individual and 
all mankind. Men are expected to be merely passive, receptive 
instruments. 

On the other hand we have the Protestant system that 
respects the God-given reason and conscience of man, and 
encourages him to study and prayerfully search the Scriptures 
for himself, and establish his personal relationship with 
Christ. 

It is obvious to everyone that the first of these two systems 
is thoroughly un-American and more in keeping with Fascism, 
Nazism and Communism—the very antithesis of our Ameri¬ 
can democracy, and Freedom of Religion. 

VATICAN MASTER-PLAN FOR THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA 

It is not surprising that the Vatican, linked up with prac¬ 
tically all the Dictators previous to World War II, should 
have evolved a master-plan to capture America and make her 
a Roman Catholic country—and ultimately a totalitarian one, 
controlled by Rome. This is not so fantastic as it may sound. 
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Chapter II 

Vatican Operations in America Since 1946 

SCHOOLS 

Over ten billion dollars, collected from the American peo¬ 
ple, were spent by Rome between 1946 and 1953 to expand 
her already vast system of education in the United States of 
America. At the same time she has scorned our American 
educational system and openly denounced it. Education is only 
just one item on her program, so we can visualize the enor¬ 
mous financial resources behind the Vatican. Today she is 
spending approximately two billion dollars annually, on build¬ 
ing projects alone, in the U.S.A. 

PROPAGANDA 

Roman Catholic propaganda through radio, press, televi¬ 
sion, and other mediums of communication, consumes many 
millions of dollars annually, all collected from the American 
people. 

In addition, billions of American dollars have been shipped 
to the Vatican, to bolster up finances there, and to enable her 
to carry on her world-wide intrigue and political ambitions. 
Yet the treasures of the Vatican, and those of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Italy alone, would probably be sufficient 
to pay off the national debt of the United States of America. 
Roman Catholic people are forced to contribute to their 
Church, under penalty of mortal sin — under threat of 
eternal damnation. 

INFILTRATION 

The Vatican, working through her agents and adherents, 
has infiltrated into the United States Government. Never 
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before, in the history of America, have such inroads been 
made. 

ONLY ROMAN CATH OLICS NEED APPLY 

There is considerable concern in Washington at the num¬ 
ber of Protestants and others, victims of a Vatican smear- 
campaign, who are being eased out of their positions and re¬ 
placed by Roman Catholics. This achieves a twofold purpose: 
It helps the Vatican to infiltrate, and, at the same time, re¬ 
lieves a certain amount of fear on the part of heads of De¬ 
partments who are sick of investigations, and insinuations. 
After all, who would dare to suspect Roman Catholics? Few 
stop to think that they may be hiring Trojan Horses — a 
whole army of them. In any case many Americans are asking: 
Which is worse—Communism or Romanism? Both are men¬ 
aces to the United States of America. 

CHURCH AND STATE INTRIGUE 

In addition, behind the scenes in the Nation’s Capital 
and, indeed, all over America, a vast network of Church and 
State intrique is taking place. The Vatican has her agents in 
every Government Department and Agency, making the Com¬ 
munists envious. Communist agents, if unearthed, are thrown 
out and prosecuted. Roman Catholic ones are immune. 
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Chapter III 

A State Within a State 

The Vatican operates in America, as it does in every 
other country, as a State within a State. It is essential to 
grasp this point in order to obtain a clear concept of her oper¬ 
ations. Many do not realize that it is a teaching of Rome that 
the Pope is a sovereign in his own right and has dominion 
over territory. This makes him completely independent of 
Civil Power. The Papacy has her own code of laws—which 
she seeks to enforce in every country where she operates, 
and claims precedence for it over the laws of the land. This 
leads to much strife and dissention. While Vatican territory 
is small at present, there have been times when Popes ruled 
over vast territories and commanded their own armies and 
fleets, and fought great battles on land and sea. Popes even 
controlled a vast Empire—the Holy Roman Empire. We do 
not have to go far back in history, for up to 1870 Rome con¬ 
trolled the Papal States, and fought a war to defend them— 
unsuccessfully. The Vatican is lining up the present Dictators 
to form another Holy Roman Alliance. How much territory 
did Christ control? He stated: ‘The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air nests: but the Son of Man hath not where 
to lay his head.’ (Matt. 8:20.) 

VATICAN CITY—A STATE 

Not everyone realizes that the Vatican City is an actual 
State, with its own laws, coinage, postal-system, stamps, cus¬ 
toms, etc. and even issues its own passports. The Vatican 
possesses a world-wide Diplomatic Corps, with its own secret 
agents and codes. The powerful transmitter at the Vatican 
sends messages all over the world. The Vatican also has her 
own secret couriers, and her diplomatic pouches are immune.

In Washington, D.C. the multi-million dollar building on 
Massachusetts Avenue, called: “The Apostolic Delegation” 
is the headquarters for the Vatican, in the United States of 
America. It is virtually a government within a government— 
in the heart of America. 

ALIEN CODE OF LAWS 

Rome has her own complete code of laws, including criminal 
laws, with penalties attached. These laws, 2414 in number, are 
codified in the Codex Juris Canonici. They regulate the lives 
and activities of all Roman Catholics—from the cradle to 
the grave. Many, running directly against the laws of the 
United States, are enforced through the Hierarchy, clergy 
and public officials of the Nation, the latter often working 
for Vatican interests—against America. In addition, Rome 
has her own system of Ecclesiastical Courts, operating in 
America, and conducts Inquisitions where every principle of 
the American Constitution is violated. 

CONTINUAL CONFLICT 

There will always be conflict between the laws of Rome 
and the State until either the State is forced to change her 
Constitution and laws to conform with Rome: or the State 
forces Rome to conform her laws with those of the State, as 
many other nations have done. Ultimately one or other 
system must prevail, but not both. The peace of this great 
Nation is jeopardized. 

HOW VATICAN PROPERTY IN THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA IS HELD 

The vast network of Roman Catholic institutions of all 
kinds, in America, is held by Religious Orders and Commu¬ 
nities, with their headquarters in Rome, and by the bishop 
of the local diocese, acting as a corporation sole. In other 
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words, all is held in trusteeship for the Vatican. Roman Cath¬ 
olic people have no part in the running of their Church— 
there are no boards of trustees, or wardens, as in Protestant 
Churches. 

CLASHES ARE INEVITABLE 

Obviously serious clashes are inevitable when two States 
operating on the same territory (U.S.A. especially) strive for 
ultimate control. The totalitarian system and government of 
the Roman Papacy must inevitably result in serious clashes 
with the Protestant and democratic government of the 
U.S.A., especially when the Papacy claims that her code of 
laws take precedence over American law. The Papacy’s at¬ 
titude towards both ecclesiastical and civil government is 
poles apart from that of the Founding Fathers, reflected in 
our Constitution and Bill of Rights. It must follow that the 
outlook of Roman Catholic public officials, the majority of 
whom were trained in Roman Catholic educational institu¬ 
tions, is completely different from that of Protestant public 
officials trained in free and democratic colleges and univer¬ 
sities. The former have been conditioned to submit to Roman 
Catholic control and censorship, from the cradle to the grave. 
Protestant Americans have been trained to do some refresh¬ 
ing thinking for themselves—‘God and my right’. 
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Chapter IV 

An Ambassador to The Vatican 

Great efforts have been made by the Vatican and her 
agents in America to force the United States Government to 
appoint an Ambassador. For some years there was a Personal 
Representative of the President to the Vatican. He was vir¬ 
tually an Ambassador. At regular intervals the Vatican’s 
champions,and press, call for an Ambassador to be appointed. 

WHY MORE DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATION? 

We have an American Ambassador and a large Embassy 
in Rome. Why have another Ambassador accredited to the 
Vatican alone, with the added expense of keeping up two 
Embassies—within a stone’s throw of each other? If we do 
this, let us be fair about the matter and appoint an Ambas¬ 
sador to the headquarters of every other religion in the world 
and set up Embassies everywhere. 

A PAPAL NUNCIO IN WASHINGTON? 

If an Ambassador was appointed to the Vatican, it would 
enable the latter to appoint the counterpart—A Papal Nun¬ 
cio—to Washington, who would enjoy prestige and pre-emi¬ 
nence there. This would be one of the greatest victories of 
modern times for the Vatican. According to Diplomatic Pro¬ 
tocol, settled at the Congress of Vienna, 1814-1815, Papal 
Diplomats are accorded precedence over all others. Many 
nations still recognize this. The Papal Nuncio presides over 
the Diplomatic Corps of the nation to which he is accredited. 
Practically all Papal Nuncios are Italian, and are usually 
Cardinals or Archbishops. This means that if there was an 
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Ambassador at the Vatican, we might well see an Italian 
Cardinal presiding over the Diplomatic Corps in Washing¬ 
ton. The Nation’s Capital would soon become a center of 
Vatican intrigue—if it is not already. It would be interesting 
to see an Italian Cardinal presiding over a Diplomatic Ban¬ 
quet—many present might feel that they had ‘old time reli¬ 
gion’—or would they? Probably there would be a few awk¬ 
ward moments—if the party was held at the Russian Em¬ 
bassy, so well set-up for elaborate gatherings. In any case, 
the Cardinal’s red robes and the Red Flag might blend better 
than one would expect: A little vodka might smooth over 
differences. 

RECOGNITION OF THE VATICAN AS A STATE 

The appointment of an Ambassador to the Vatican would 
also mean that the Government of the United States of 
America would recognize the Roman Catholic Church both 
as a Church and as a State. President Roosevelt, when he 
appointed Myron Taylor to the Vatican, was careful to de¬ 
signate him as his Personal Representative to the Pope: many 
complications were thus avoided. 
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Chapter V 

How The Vatican Controls Her Subjects 

The Vatican exercises a control over her subjects, both in 
America and all over the world, that makes dictators and 
Communists envious. Even thought-control is exercised. The 
lives of Roman Catholics—young and old—are regulated 
from birth to death, from the cradle to the grave. 

CENSORSHIP IN ROMAN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 

In Roman Catholic schools, colleges and universities, in 
America, all books are censored by the Hierarchy, acting for 
Rome. History books are censored and only those slanted 
from the Roman Catholic angle, and favorable to the Va¬ 
tican, may be used. In other words, only one side of the pic¬ 
ture’s is taught—a prejudiced one. Roman Catholic students 
will later take their place in American life, after years of 
indoctrination and segregation on a religious basis, and at a 
period when they were most impressionable. 

MARRIAGES CONTROLLED 

Marriages of all Roman Catholics are strictly regulated 
by Roman Canon law, as all who have participated in Mixed 
Marriages know to their chagrin and sorrow. The only con¬ 
ditions recognized are those laid down by Rome—American 
law is secondary. The rights of the Protestant party, guar¬ 
anteed by our American Constitution and Bill of Rights, are 
ignored and even violated, as decisions of our American 
Courts have shown. There are innumerable conflicts be¬ 
tween American Constitutional and civil law, and the laws 
of the Roman Papacy. And Rome herself lays down the prin- 
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ciple that her laws must always take precedence over Amer¬ 
ican law. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC PRESS 

The Roman Catholic Press, fed to the people by authority 
of their bishops, is very biased. Moreover, it adopts tricks 
of propaganda, including lies, that once aroused admiration 
of Gobbels, and the disgust of every decent Christian. 

CONDITIONING OF ROMAN CATHOLIC PEOPLE 

Roman Catholics are conditioned by the Vatican and in¬ 
fluenced by the Roman Catholic press, to accept the Vatican’s 
‘line’ in every controversy. Also, they are taught to accept 
Rome’s definition and her idea of democracy, as opposed to 
democracy, as defined in the American Constitution—a horse 
of a different color. 
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Chapter VI 

Rome's Censorship Over America 

Claiming the freedom of the Press for herself, the Vatican 
has succeeded in imposing a vast and subtle censorship in 
America, over all channels of communication—Press, Radio, 
Television, books, movies, etc. While spreading the most 
vicious and intolerant literature and lies against all other 
Christian Churches — Episcopalians, Methodists, Baptists, 
Lutherans and others—Rome is effectively able to prevent 
anyone raising controversial issues in the Press and other 
mediums of communication. No one is allowed even to ques¬ 
tion the politics, intrigues and often out and out un-American 
activities of the Vatican, here in the United States. In addi¬ 
tion, anyone who does not see eye-to-eye with Rome and her 
ambitious program, is labelled ‘Anti-Catholic’ or even Com¬ 
munist. 

EX-PRESIDENT EISENHOWER AND 
BOOK-BURNERS 

“Don’t join the book burners. Don’t think you are going to 
conceal faults by concealing evidence that they ever existed. 
Don’t be afraid to go in your library and read every book as 
long as any document does not offend our own ideas of de¬ 
cency. That should be the only censorship . . . Now we have 
got to fight (it) with something better. Not to try to conceal 
the thinking of our own people. They are part of Amer¬ 
ica even if they think ideas that are contrary to ours: they 
have a right to have them, a right to record them and a right 
to have them in places where they are accessible to others. 
It is unquestioned or it is not America.” 

—Speech made at Dartmouth College, June 14, 1953 
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FREEDOM TO READ 

Again, permit me to quote from a statement issued and 
endorsed by the American Library Association Council and 
the American Book Publishers Council and Board, June 18, 
1953: 

“The freedom to read is essential to our democracy. It is 
under attack. Private groups and public authorities in various 
parts of the country are working to remove books from sale, 
to censor textbooks, to label ‘controversial’ books, to dis¬ 
tribute list of objectionable books or authors, and to purge 
libraries. These actions rise apparently from a view that our 
national tradition of free expression is no longer valid . . . 
We are deeply concerned about these attempts at suppression. 
Most such attempts rest on a denial of the fundamental prin¬ 
ciple of democracy: that the ordinary citizen, by exercising his 
critical judgment, will accept the good and reject the bad. 
The censors, public and private, assume that they should de¬ 
termine what is good and what is bad for their fellow-citi¬ 
zens . . . We are aware, of course, that books are not alone 
in being subjected to efforts at suppression. We are aware 
that these efforts are related to a larger pattern of pressures 
being brought against education, the press, films, radio and 
television . . . We believe that free communication is essential 
to the preservation of a free society ...” 

My only comments on the above statement are that the 
same forms of censorship used in Roman Catholic educational 
institutions are now being extended to the whole American 
nation: we are being treated as children—by a foreign, un- 
American politico-religious State, the Vatican. 

PRESSURES AND BOYCOTTS 

Pressures and boycotts are being waged today in America 
by the Roman hierarchy and clergy. Television and Radio 
stations; commentators, writers, publishers and even legis¬ 
lators are the victims of these un-American tactics by those 
acting under the leadership of the Vatican. To tell the truth, 
or even to show both sides of the picture is enough to bring 
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down the wrath of Rome and her officials. Outstanding lead¬ 
ers in America have often trembled in fear, at the viciousness 
of some of the attacks—especially when they were without 
foundation. Rome has now intimidated so many publishers 
that many of them take the line of least resistance and act 
as their own censors, and often call in local Roman clergy 
and officials to get their “advice” as to whether the material 
should or should not be published. It is a far call from the 
rugged spirit of the time-honored phrase: “Publish and be 
damned!” and from the principle established at the trial of 
that great patriot, Peter Zenger: that truth is a defense in 
a trial for libel. 

DANGERS SURROUNDING CENSORSHIP 

Censorship, at its best, is very dangerous: it invades into 
the hidden recesses of the mind and tells people what they 
can see, read and even think, and is the first step in brain 
washing and thought control. No man in this world is free 
from temptations and no system yet devised by man will ever 
free him from them. The man worth while is the man who 
can pick and choose his words, thoughts and actions, and do 
the right and honorable thing, guided by the light of his 
reason and conscience. Such ideals are taught in our American 
way of life. Yet the Roman Catholic hierarchy and clergy 
have frequently led censorship and Book-burning drives, im¬ 
plemented by such un-American tactics as threats and boy¬ 
cotts. In Roman Catholic Countries like Mexico, Colombia, 
Spain, Portugal,and Italy, open violence has been the order 
of the day, with mobs led by Roman clergy, acting under 
orders of their bishops. 

Movies that bring out the true facts of history—like the 
Martin Luther film—have been boycotted, and determined 
efforts made to suppress them. Publishers have often had to 
appeal to the protection of the American Courts—simply 
because they have allowed both sides of cases to be stated. 
All this has happened not in Medieval Europe but in Mid¬ 
twentieth Century United States of America. 
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Chapter VII 

How Tolerant is The Roman Catholic Church? 

POPE PIUS IX AND THE U.S.A. 

Most Americans do not realize that the greatest Freedoms 
they enjoy under our American Constitution and Bill of Rights 
have been formally condemned by Popes. In 1864, at the 
height of the American Civil War, Pope Pius IX issued a doc¬ 
ument entitled: ‘Syllabus of Errors.’ It consisted of eighty 
condemned propositions having to do with the God—given 
rights and liberties of man. 

PIUS IX AND AMERICAN CIVIL WAR 

Pius IX was the great enemy of American Democracy 
and did everything in his power to smash what he considered 
the hated American Union. He went as far as to recognize 
the Confederate States, and slavery, but did not recognize 
the Union under Lincoln. In addition he was instrumental in 
sending Maximillian to Mexico. It was in his overall plan 
for Maximillian to extend his forces beyond the borders of 
Mexico and link them up with the Confederate Army. In this 
way Pius IX hoped to destroy American democracy. He was 
later to learn that: ‘Man proposes but God disposes.’ In 1870, 
at the Vatican Council Pius IX rammed down its throat (in 
spite of most bitter opposition,) the dogma of Papal Infal¬ 
libility. Thus his ‘Syllabus of Errors’ has just as much force 
today as the day it was written. American Congressmen, be¬ 
fore yielding to Roman Catholic pressure groups in Washing¬ 
ton and at home, should do a little refreshing study of the 
‘Syllabus of Errors’ for themselves, and then draw their own 
conclusions. This should be done especially before voting for 
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Federal funds for Roman Catholic private and parochial 
schools, and other Roman Catholic institutions—educational 
and otherwise. They certainly would have their eyes opened. 


MAN’S RIGHT TO CHOOSE HIS RELIGION 
CONDEMNED _ 

A study of Roman Catholic Canon Law: of the various 
pronouncements of Rome; and the Syllabus of Errors of 
Pope Pius IX, gives a good idea how Rome claims to be the 
one and only true Church, and that all other Churches are 
false ones that do not even have a right to exist since they 
teach heresy. In addition, Rome seeks exclusive favors from 
governments, while insisting that such favors be denied to all 
other Churches. 

The Roman Church denies the right of every man to em¬ 
brace and profess the religion he shall believe true, guided by 
the light of reason (Syllabus of Errors, Proposition 15). She 
claims the power of defining dogmatically that the religion of 
the Roman Catholic Church is the only true religion (Propo¬ 
sition 21) Rome maintains the right and power of availing 
herself of force, or any direct or indirect temporal power 
(Proposition 24). In Proposition 28 she condemn the state¬ 
ment that: ‘It has been wisely provided by law, in some coun¬ 
tries called Catholic (namely Roman Catholic) that persons 
coming to reside therein shall enjoy the public exercise of 
their own worship.’ I wonder how the Roman Catholic Church 
would like her adherents to be denied the enjoyment of the 
public exercise of their own worship? Everybody is aware of 
the persecution of Protestants and the destruction of their 
Churches in Roman Catholic countries like Spain, Italy, and 
Colombia. Even murder has been advocated in the sacred 
name of Jesus Christ, in order to stamp out Protestantism. 
Thus we see the Syllabus in operation today with just as much 
force as the day it was first written. Rome never changes 
her spots. 
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“FREEDOM” OF RELIGION IN VATICAN 
CONCORDATS AND TREATIES 

In the Treaty and Concordat made with Mussolini, and 
still in force in Italy today, we read that the Roman Catholic 
religion is the sole religion of the State. Roman Catholic doc¬ 
trine only is to be taught in the public schools, and those who 
teach it must be approved by Roman Catholic ecclesiastical 
authorities. The Roman Catholic bishop of the diocese can 
revoke permission to teach, and deprive the teacher of the 
right to instruct. Cases concerning nullity of marriage, and 
dispensation from marriage . . . are reserved to ecclesiastical 
tribunals (i.e. Roman Catholic ones.) These are just a few 
examples of Rome’s idea of “freedom of religion.” 

INTOLERANT PROPAGANDA 

Communists label their opponents as Fascists or Capital¬ 
ists: this is the penalty for disagreeing with them. 

The Roman Catholic hierarchy and clergy, under Vatican 
leadership, label their opponents either as Communists or 
fellow-travellers. Protestant ministers have been their special 
target. 

Both Communists and Rome use smear-tactics and out-and- 
out lying and deceitful propaganda. The difference is that 
one is an atheistic outfit—the other is a Christian Church, far, 
far off the track. One hides behind the cloaks of Marx and 
Engels; the other hides behind the sacred cloak of Jesus 
Christ—quite a difference. Yet their tactics and methods are 
the same. 

WHO ARE THE INTOLERANT ONES? 

Those who seek truth wherever it may be found, are often 
labelled: ‘Intolerant.’ This is especially true in the field of 
religion. To point out the pitfalls and dangers surrounding a 
totalitarian politico-religious system, operated by the Vatican, 
from foreign territory: to show its weaknesses against athe- 
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istic Communism, wins the most bitter epithets of intolerance. 
No account of the danger to our American way of life, and 
our most cherished freedoms, especially the God-given Free¬ 
dom of Religion, is allowed. 

Yet it is a matter of record—hard facts—that every Pro¬ 
testant religious sect is the victim of the most dastardly 
smear tactics and attack by the Roman Catholic heirarchy, 
clergy and laymen in key positions. Literally millions of 
booklets and books viciously attacking each Protestant sect 
are published and distributed week-after week; month after 
month; year after year, right here in our United States of 
America—each bearing the seal of the Roman hierarchy. 
Each Protestant denomination is held up to scorn, before the 
eyes of the Roman Catholic children and people—instructed 
in parochial schools, and from the pulpit: and held up as the 
work of Satan. One comparatively small Roman Catholic 
Religious Community—one of many hundreds—supposedly 
teaching the Gospel of Christ and His Love, spews forth 
over the nation nearly twenty million booklets and pamphlets 
annually. A large proportion of these attack every Protestant 
denomination and hold them up to scorn and ridicule. 

How tolerant is any Church—the Roman Catholic one 
especially—that teaches that outside of her there is no salva¬ 
tion? Is it tolerant to teach that no man has the right to wor¬ 
ship God according to the dictates of his God-given reason? 
Is it tolerance to denounce the adherents of other religious 
faiths, simply because they are following their reason and 
conscience? 

In a great nation composed of men and women of all races 
and creeds, it is a disturbing feature to have one particular 
and powerful politico-religious denomination attack the reli¬ 
gion of the rest of the people. The United States of America 
was a powerful nation protecting the God-given rights of 
countless millions of people when the Roman Catholic Church 
in America was a small and insignificant one, begging sup¬ 
port from anyone who came along, in order to keep her head 
above water. It was the protection of the United States 
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of America that sheltered members of the Roman Catholic 
Church, as a small minority. And this same protection, of 
Freedom of Religion especially, enabled the Roman Church 
to make tremendous headway within a very short period. So 
just who is the intolerant party? 

ROME’S INFLUENCE ON HER ADHERENTS 

The evils and the inconsistencies of the Roman Church 
ultimately seep through to all her followers who are in¬ 
separably entwined in her complex system. At a moments 
notice the weight of the Roman hierarchy (and clergy operat¬ 
ing under its absolute control) can be brought to bear upon 
the individual and, if considered necessary, the whole Ameri¬ 
can government at a moments notice. One coded signal re¬ 
ceived from the powerful Vatican transmitter in Rome can 
start a nationwide—and indeed—a worldwide campaign of 
propaganda. The local hierarchy; Churches and Roman Cath¬ 
olic Press and often secular Press favorable to her ‘Line’ 
immediately go into concerted action. American politicians 
and statesmen can soon be made to tremble in their shoes at 
the viciousness of the attacks made upon them—if they dare 
to oppose the Vatican’s aims and policies in the U.S.A. 
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Chapter VIII 

Segregation of Roman Catholic People 

Roman Catholic people in the United States are gradually 
being segregated—separated—from their fellow Americans. 
This is all in accordance with the master-plan of the Vatican. 
There are now Roman Catholic labor groups: Roman Cath¬ 
olic organizations for editors; for lawyers, doctors, veterans, 
and many others. Roman Catholic children are segregated in 
parochial and other schools. If our American people are 
going to be divided up according to their religious affiliation, 
then this great Nation will finish by being split into many 
opposing religious camps. This could end in bitter strife, as 
the history of religion shows. Nor must we overlook the fact 
that Roman Catholics are a part of America: what affects 
them affects the whole Nation. 

On the other hand, the Vatican has condemned numerous 
American organizations, for example, a group as tolerant 
and inoffensive as the Rotarians. This policy indirectly forces 
Roman Catholics into their own organizations. The Papacy 
does not want them to be influenced by typically American 
organizations—and patriotic ones: she has other ideas and 
plans in store for them. Time will show this. 

TEARING AMERICA APART 

At present, what might be termed frantic efforts are being 
made by the Vatican to segregate her American subjects into 
exclusively Roman Catholic organizations, and Roman Cath¬ 
olic “fronts.” All are geared to fit into a vast network of 
groups ultimately under the control of Rome. This is 
being done on a scale never before attempted, and is based 
on fascist and totalitarian principles. It is geared also to fit 
in with similar organizations and groups in Roman Catholic 
countries like Spain, Portugal, Italy and Colombia. 
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Chapter IX 

Vatican in International Scene 


It must not be forgotten that the Vatican is one of the 
principal operators in the international scene, and in the 
playing of world power-politics. She has her own Diplomatic 
Corps and agents, accredited to a vast array of nations. While 
she operates more quietly behind the scenes than, say, Mos¬ 
cow, London, Paris or Washington, she is just as effective 
in her own way. Sometimes she shows her disguised “Mailed 
fist” by reminding heads of State that she has diplomatic 
agreements—Concordats and Treaties—with certain nations, 
and that any interference with her interests or those of her 
allies (which are seldom the allies of the democracies) will 
bring down the wrath of all. 

DIPLOMATIC AGREEMENTS BEHIND THE 
IRON CURTAIN 

It might come as a surprise to many to know that Rome 
has quite a number of diplomatic agreements with various 
countries behind the Iron Curtain—Hungary, Poland, Ru¬ 
mania, Czechoslovakia, etc.—and this in spite of the fact that 
these nations are now Communist ones, ultimately controlled 
by Moscow. American statesmen should never forget this 
fact, nor overlook the danger it could present to American 
interests. The Roman Catholic hierarchies in these countries 
have negotiated the Agreements, with the Communist States 
and these, in turn, have been approved by the Vatican and, 
indirectly, by Moscow. When the showdown comes the U.S.A. 
will find the Papacy has some very strange bedfellows. 
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NEW HOLY ROMAN EMPIRE 

The Vatican, since World War II, (during which she was 
lined up with all the dictators) is now building a new “Holy 
Roman Empire” with close alliances not only in Europe but 
also in Central and South America. Money obtained from 
Roman Catholics and even Protestants and others; and funds 
obtained by direct and indirect aid from the Federal govern¬ 
ment of the United States, is being used to finance the Vati¬ 
can’s ambitious schemes. The dictators that are today lined 
up with the Vatican, by Concordats and Treaties, are just as 
much a menace to peace as were, for example, Hitler and 
Mussolini, and we may yet have to go to the extent of an 
Atomic War, in order to stop them. We still have to see the 
Papacy lined up with any democratic or Protestant nation. 
So the writing is once more on the wall, but few take time 
to read it. 

TROTAN HORSES 

When the opportune time comes for the Vatican to open 
up her vast array of Trojan horses, there will be many sickly 
smiles among the American onlookers. A few may say: I told 
you so—but it may be too late then. 
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Chapter X 

The Vatican and Dictators 

The Vatican is only interested in the United States of 
America inasmuch as it forms part of her ambitious interna¬ 
tional scheme. Through her propaganda and intrigue here 
in America, she may yet involve the United States in a war, 
timed to suit her ends—and not that of the United States. To 
understand the Vatican’s plan, we must know something of 
the international picture. 

DICTATORS OF RECENT YEARS 

It is interesting to list the dictators of our time: Tito, Mus¬ 
solini, Monsignor Tiso (hanged as a war-criminal), Hitler, 
Franco, Stalin, Salazar, Peron. It is still more interesting to 
realize that all these men received Catholic training and edu¬ 
cation. In fact, Stalin himself studied for some years in a 
Russian Orthodox Seminary—for the priesthood. Add to all 
this the capitulation of the Roman Catholic countries to Com¬ 
munism—not the Protestant and democratic ones—and we 
see events in their true light. 

POSITION OF VATICAN AT OUTBREAK OF 
WORLD WAR II 

At the beginning of World War II the Vatican was lined 
up with the dictators. This automatically placed her in op¬ 
position to the democracies. She had Concordats with the 
dictators—she had none with democratic nations. Further, 
Concordats made with the Vatican are always very favorable 
to her and give her great prestige and pre-eminence. 
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ITALY AND IL PUCE 

When Italy entered the War, against America, the Italian 
Hierarchy rallied around Mussolini and issued Pastoral Let¬ 
ters, to be read an all Churches. These letters urged loyalty 
to the “Invincible Duce.” Italian bishops went out of their way 
to pledge their allegiance to Mussolini. They also urged him 
to conquer Palestine—probably hoping to make of it another 
Ethiopia. Schuster, Cardinal Archbishop of Milan, went still 
further. He stated that “God is on our side.” He evidently 
did not know God too well, as later events proved. It was 
Claretta Petacci, daughter of the Pope’s private physician, 
who hung side by side with Mussolini, when his enemies 
caught up with him. 

ROME HERSELF TS TOTALITARIAN 

The Roman Catholic Church is organized on a totalitarian 
basis, ruled absolutely from the top down—a Pope—who 
claims that when he speaks, God speaks. This literally puts 
the literal fear of God into the followers. A totalitarian 
Church-system can only operate smoothly when allied with 
a totalitarian form of State, with the Church ultimately con¬ 
trolling it. Where such a Church-system operates within a 
free and democratic State, serious clashes are inevitable. The 
Vatican imposes her system of laws—gradually—and aims 
to change the civil government into a totalitarian system 
that she can work with, and control. After World War I 
the Papacy was successful in having dictatorships established 
all over Europe. She then made the closest form of ties and 
diplomatic agreements with them. Nor should it be over¬ 
looked that all the dictators were Roman Catholics—Musso¬ 
lini; Hitler; Franco; Salazar; Seipal; Tiso, et cetera (Two 
of these dictators—Seipal and Tiso— were priests and mem¬ 
bers of the Roman hierarchy.) 
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Chapter XI 

The Vatican in the U.S.A. 

It is clear that the Vatican did not want America to enter 
World War II. She made every effort to cause disunity in 
America and to sabotage our war-effort. This was done 
through her hierarchy, clergy and other agents in the United 
States. Vicious attacks were made both on the President and 
our Government. 

“CHRISTIAN FRONT” 

At the beginning of World War II a Roman Catholic 
subversive organization was formed in America—the Chris¬ 
tian Front. Its headquarters in New York City was at the 
Motherhouse and Church of a Roman Catholic Religious 
Community, under the jurisdiction of Cardinal Spellman. 
Various Roman Catholic Churches were used for propaganda 
outlets, and for distribution of subversive literature. On Jan¬ 
uary 15, 1940 eighteen leaders of the Christian Front were 
arrested by the Federal Government and large quantities of 
rifles, small arms and ammunition, were found in their pos¬ 
session. Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, Chief of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, made a public statement that the charge 
against the arrested men was that of plotting the overthrow 
of the Government of the United States. Obviously, the vio¬ 
lent overthrow of the State was being plotted-by force of 
arms. The sad thing to note is that Roman Catholic priests 
were behind the movement; public officials also. Spellman— 
now Cardinal—was Archbishop of New York at the time, 
so the Christian Front was organized under his jurisdiction, 
and with his approval. 
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USE OF FORCE BY A CHURCH 

In keeping with the claims of the Papacy that she has the 
right of availing herself of force, or any direct or indirect 
temporal power (Syllabus of Errors, Pius IX, 1864, Proposi¬ 
tion 24) it is not surprising today to see Roman Catholic 
hierarchies, operating in various countries, raise their own 
private armies, and disguise them under deceptive names 
or ‘Fronts’—just like the Communists. 

Judging by an article in Look, October 23, 1962, entitled: 
‘The Nazi of Argentina,’ the Roman Catholic Church is still 
up to her old tricks. The Nazi organization referred to in the 
article is obviously predominantly Roman Catholic, under the 
spiritual and political guidance of a Roman priest (Rev. Julio 
Meinveille). Members of the organization (Guardia) un¬ 
dergo military training. Meetings are closed by giving the 
Nazi salute to a cricifix. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC PRESS—AND WORLD WAR II 

During the war, influential sections of the Roman Catholic 
press maintained constant attacks on the President and Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States. A prominent Roman Catholic 
churchman—more American than Roman Catholic—was dar¬ 
ing enough to state over a national hook-up on the radio: 

“As a Catholic I am saddened by those organs of hate 
which have enrolled themselves under the leadership of anti- 
American forces. Some so-called religious papers are so bit¬ 
terly opposed to our Government that it is incredible that 
they should long be allowed to vomit their spleen upon the 
youth of our land.” He was referring to a number of Roman 
Catholic publications, here in the United States of America, 
that were attacking the President of the United States, and 
the Allies, and doing everything to sabotage the war-effort. 
We both had much in common, for we both saw service as 
Chaplains. Nor did we overlook the fact that the Vatican was 
lined up with all the dictators who were causing the war, and 
she had the closest form of diplomatic ties with them—Con¬ 
cordats and Treaties. 
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Chapter XII 

Vatican and the Kremlin 

Roman Catholic Nations, together with well over sixty 
million Roman Catholic people, have capitulated to Commu¬ 
nism, in Europe alone, in recent years. This fact should give 
grave concern to every American. It is imperative to this Na¬ 
tion that we find the answer quickly. Time is running short. 

OATHS OF ALLEGIANCE TO COMMUNIST STATE 

The Polish hierarchy and clergy took an oath of allegiance 
to the Communist State—a satellite of Moscow. The same 
thing has already happened in Hungary, Rumania, Czechos¬ 
lovakia and elsewere. In Czechoslovakia, when Gottwald was 
elected first Communist President, the Roman Catholic Hier¬ 
archy assembled in the Cathedral in Prague, and sang a 
Solemn Te Deum, in thanksgiving. Mr. Gottwald was present 
in the Cathedral and, as Head of State, was entitled to a seat 
of honor in the Sanctuary, in front of the altar. Actually it 
would have been more in keeping with the situation to have 
sung a ‘De Profundis’ (Out of the depths have I cried . . . ) 
In any case it was a Czech swansong-sung by the Roman hier¬ 
archy. 

WHY DO ROMAN CATHOLIC NATIONS 
CAPITULATE TO COMMUNISM? 

It must be remembered that the Roman Catholic Church is 
organized on a totalitarian basis, and her adherents condi¬ 
tioned to this form of government. Transition from one form 
of totalitarianism to another is comparatively easy. Once the 
Roman Catholic hierarchies and clergy capitulate to Com- 
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munism the people follow automatically. We have already 
seen that the dictators of our day had Catholic training and 
background. They knew the methods to employ to win over 
the hierarchy, clergy and people. 

A DANGEROUS PARALLEL 

Obviously, there is a dangerous, disturbing parallel, to say 
the least, between the organization and methods of the Ro¬ 
man Catholic Church and those of the Communists. Both con¬ 
dition and control the minds and activities of their subjects, 
ruthlessly, making them fit into the system. The Communists 
hold the fear of death over their subjects: the Roman Church 
goes much further—she threatens them with Hell and eternal 
damnation. In both systems, authority is from the top, down¬ 
wards. Morality is guaged by conformity, or non-conformity 
with the system. Both aim at capturing and controlling the 
youth of each nation. 

ITALY AND COMMUNISM 

It is disturbing to note that Italy, the home of the Papacy, 
possesses the largest Communist party—outside of Russia. 
If it was not for American aid, Communists would have taken 
over the country. It has not been the Church of Rome, but 
America, that has been the bulwark. 

ITALY A POOR BULWARK 

In Italy, as in other Roman Catholic countries, the Roman 
Church has been a very poor bulwark against drink, vice, 
crime, Communism and other‘Isms.’ In recent year there were 
well over 650 officially licensed houses of prostitution, many 
of them in Rome itself: and probably many times as more— 
unofficially. Social and economic injustices have made Italy 
a veritable breeding ground for Communism. Moreover, con¬ 
ditions in Italy have provided the Communists with one of 
the most potent propaganda weapons, for world-wide con- 
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sumption. The squalor and poverty, especially in Southern 
Italy, must make angels weep. Yet the wealth of the Vatican 
—its finances, treasures, hoards, lands and other property— 
is so great that no one has ever been able even to estimate 
it. This is a strange contrast to the One they call Master, 
Who was born in a manger, in a humble stable in Bethlehem. 
Christ would feel lost and out of place. 

FRANCE 

France follows by having the next largest Communist 
party. Torn by war and internal strife, she has veered pre¬ 
cariously between the two extremes, right or left. 

SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CONDITIONS A FACTOR 

Bad internal conditions of a nation form a breeding-ground 
for Communism. The many Roman Catholic nations in Eu¬ 
rope that capitulated to Communism after World War II 
proved this. Today conditions in Southern Italy, Spain and 
Portugal, give grave concern. Portugal is a flagrant example 
since she has the highest rate of illiteracy in all Europe, and 
the lowest standard of living. In the Americas, Cuba is also 
an example. The U.S.A. looks with fear and trembling on 
the rest of Central and South America, knowing the terrible 
social and economic conditions preva 
countries there.

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Chapter XIII 

Is Rome a Bulwark Against Communism? 


Many Americans have been misled, and even some of our 
statesmen and politicians, into believing that the Roman 
Catholic Church is a bulwark against Communism. The re¬ 
cord shows the opposite: 

1. It is the Roman Catholic nations in Europe that have 
capitulated to Communism. The Protestant nations have been 
the bulwark. 

2. Well over sixty-three million Roman Catholics in Euro¬ 
pe are now behind the Iron Curtain. 

3. The bad social and economic conditions in Catholic coun¬ 
tries have been a veritable breeding ground for Communism. 
For example, Portugal, a Roman Catholic country with cen¬ 
turies of Roman Catholic influence and culture and educa¬ 
tion, today has the highest rate of illiteracy of any country 
in Europe—and the lowest standard of living. Italy has great 
poverty, especially in the South. Yet Italy, the home of the 
Papacy itself, has the largest Communist Party—outside of 
Moscow. A large proportion of the population has voted the 
Communist ticket, for years. 

4. The Latin people are very prone to go to extremes— 
Fascism or Communism. We are dealing with highly sensitive 
and spirited people who have endured great misery. 

5. The transition from one form of totalitarianism to 
another is comparatively easy: change the leaders and the 
rest follow like sheep. 

6. The totalitarian Church-State system of Rome, seeking 
to make diplomatic agreements with totalitarian States, is 
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not conducive to the spirit of democracy and protection of 
God-given Freedoms. Sixty-three million Catholics in Europe 
have been the pawns of higher-ups and ‘Deeded’ over to the 
Communists, by their leaders. If they had been allowed to do 
some refreshing thinking for themselves, the story would 
have been very different. Today there are Diplomatic Agree¬ 
ments between the heads of the Roman Catholic hierarchies 
and the Communist States behind the Iron Curtain—and 
these agreements have been ratified by the Pope. 

LET THE RECORD SPEAK FOR ITSELF 

Facts speak louder than words. Our American statesmen 
and political leaders should face the hard facts, less they be 
deceived and, in turn, deceive the people who have trusted 
them. We want no Pied Pipers of Hamelin today. 

COMPROMISING WITH COMMUNISM 

There has been too much compromise with Communism, 
by the Vatican, to please most Americans. Take Poland for 
example—Poland that was literally crucified in World War 
II. In May, 1957, the Roman Catholic Primate of all Poland, 
Cardinal Wyszynski, was invited to Rome to receive from 
Pope Pius XII the highest honor he could confer—the Car¬ 
dinal’s Red Hat. His picture was on the cover of Time, May 
20, 1957, and a long article appeared inside. The editors 
went on to make the following statement about Wyszynski: 

“The man in Machiavelli Street is a cardinal who coop¬ 
erates with a Communist leader in a Communist country, a 
primate who stumped his nation last winter for votes for a 
straight Communist ticket ...” 

The editors of Time remarked that it was a strange co¬ 
existence between the Cross and the hammer-and-sickle—quite 
an understatement in the circumstances. In spite of everything, 
Pius XII then invested Wyszynski with the cardinal’s Red Hat 
—thus endorsing his actions. Such events confuse millions 
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of Protestants—and Roman Catholics also. The difference 
is that Protestants start doing some thinking for themselves 
but the Roman Catholics are trained to follow—like sheep. 
Now we can begin to understand why there are over 63,- 
000,000 Roman Catholics behind the Iron Curtain, in Europe 
today. Even by the widest stretch of the imagination we can¬ 
not picture Christ making an agreement with the Communists, 
and telling His followers to vote for them. There is some¬ 
thing wrong—somewhere. 

HATTT EXPELS ROMAN CATHOETC PRTMATE 

In spite of the fact that Haiti is a Roman Catholic country, 
with a Concordat with the Papacy dating back to 1860, the 
Haiti government, under President Francois Duvalier, ar¬ 
rested Archbishop Poirier and deported him from the coun¬ 
try—with only the clothes on his back. This was in Novem¬ 
ber, 1960, during the time of the U.S. Presidential elections, 
and the event was also concurrent with the Puerto Rican 
case where the Roman hierarchy there told the people how 
to vote, under penalty of committing sin if they disobeyed. 
The Haiti government claimed that Poirier gave $7,000 to 
Communist-influenced and striking University-students. There 
were many Church-State tensions in Haiti in the last several 
vears. Two Roman Catholic priests were expelled from Haiti 
in 1959, allegedly “To maintain the safety of the state.” 
One of the priests was stated to have been in close contact 
with subversive elements responsible for a bombing that in¬ 
jured a larger number of people. Here, then, we see a Roman 
Catholic State being forced to expel the head of the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, and some of the clergy also, for the wel¬ 
fare and safety of the Roman Catholic State—quite some 
charge; and quite some mixup. 

CURA AND COMMUNISM 

Events in Cuba, a Roman Catholic country, have given 
grave concern to the American government and people re- 
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cently. Cuba, in spite of the influence of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy and clergy there, and in spite of her close ties with 
the Vatican, has now capitulated ‘lock, stock and barrel’ to 
Khrushchev’s form of Communism—atheistic Communism. 
Her capitulation has been practically overnight, and she is 
now being used as a base to spread Communism in the West 
Indies and Americas. 

So once more we see a Roman Catholic Country, practi¬ 
cally within sight of one shores, capitulate to Communism, 
in line with the Roman Catholic countries in Europe that 
have already capitulated. Once more our American people 
are asking themselves: ‘Is Roman Catholicism really a bul¬ 
wark against Communism?” Why has our American press 
deceived the people? We know the story in Italy, France and 
other Roman Catholic countries, with their large Communist 
parties. Spain and Portugal may yet be torn with strife and 
Communism. Will the story be the same in the West Indies 
and in Central and South America? Will they follow Senor 
Khrushchev and his guitar, and join in the ‘Dance of Death,’ 
trailing along with Castro and company? 

ROMAN CATHOT TC PROPAGANDA 
AGATNST RUSSIA 

Do not be deceived bv glaring and sensational propa¬ 
ganda against Russia levelled by the Roman Catholic press, 
here in America. Rome’s real methods are to infiltrate, start¬ 
ing from the bottom. That is how she overcomes enemies. It 
is unusual for the Vatican to attack a whole nation. In keep¬ 
ing up its attacks on Moscow the Roman Catholic press in the 
U.S.A. enables their Church to gain much support, especially 
financial, from American people who are led to believe that 
Rome is a great bulwark against Communism, when actually 
just the opposite is the case. At the same time it distracts the 
minds of American people from seeing too much of the Mas¬ 
ter plan of the Vatican—to make America a Roman Catholic 
and a totalitarian country. Rome herself has never been able 
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to give a satisfactory answer as to why it is the Roman Cath¬ 
olic nations, complete with hierarchies and clergy, that have 
gone over to Communism together with over sixty-three mil¬ 
lion adherents, in Europe alone. Nor has she acknowledged 
why it is Protestant and democratic nations that have been 
the real bulwark against Communism. Finally, Rome con¬ 
veniently overlooks the facts that Italy, the home of the 
Roman Catholic Church, has the largest Communist party— 
outside of Russia. Why has Rome failed so miserably to in¬ 
fluence her own people, right in her own home base?— 
“Physician, heal thyself.” 
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Chapter XIV 

The Answer to Communism 

As previously stated, it is the Roman Catholic nations and 
not the democratic and Protestant ones, that have capitulated 
to Moscow. True Protestant and democratic principles tend 
to breed a manly, independent type of individual, and one not 
afraid to use the mind with which he was endowed by Al¬ 
mighty God. Ever mindful of his inalienable God-given rights 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness, he is also aware 
of his duty to respect the rights of his fellow-men. He is per¬ 
meated with the Christian virtues of Truth, Justice and Char¬ 
ity : w T ith the love of God and love of neighbor—a real bul¬ 
wark against Communism. 

AMERICA’S MISSION 

In these days of ruthless propaganda many will point the 
finger of scorn at the evils in American life, just as Rome 
does. True, there are evils that every God-fearing man and 
woman in America wdshes to see eliminated. However, abuses 
do not afford justification for taking away the whole system 
that has benefited countless millions of people who were 
persecuted and oppressed in other lands; and guided their 
footsteps in the paths of faith and hope, light and truth, and 
to peace and prosperity. Literally, billions of people have 
passed over the mountains, valleys and fertile fields of this 
great Nation, since the founding of the Republic, and found 
havens of rest. Millions from other lands are today enjoying 
the first real freedom they ever knew. Pause for a moment 
and reflect on what postwar conditions would have been both 
in Europe and the rest of the world, if American aid had not 
been forthcoming: Communism would have prevailed every¬ 
where. Truly, all mankind owes America a lasting debt. 
Never has any nation been so generous with her resources. 
Thank God, there are still millions of grateful people, all 
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over the world, who partook of American food and wore 
American made clothing, when otherwise faced with destitu¬ 
tion. Many still breathe the prayer ‘God bless America 1’ The 
United States of America is still a young nation, with growing 
pains, but with a great future and mission before her—in God 
we trust. 

Those who ignore the basic principles of our American 
Constitution and Bill of Rights—either through ignorance or 
perversity—pave the way for Communism. 

INFLUENCE OF CHRISTIAN MF.N AND WOMEN 

Give me Christian men and women, well-grounded in the 
teachings of Christ, who carry out His principles in their daily 
lives—doers of the Word, not hearers only—and I will show 
you a barrier that not all of the combined Red Armies 
allied with all the evil forces in life, can tear apart or break 
through. Just as the pen is mightier than the sword, so the 
Sword of the Spirit is mightier than great armies. 

We are privileged to live in these challenging days and for 
the opportunity of proving our zeal for the things of Christ. 
No sincere Christian can be indifferent to the claims upon 
him—he must stand up and be counted—either for Christ 
or against Him.

in all the world for a witness unto all nations; and then shall 
the end come.” 
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Chapter XV 

Roman Catholic Political Parties 


In many American cities Roman Catholic political parties 
—or at least parties composed of Roman Catholics—have 
held sway from time to time. Examples are Tammany Hall 
in New York: Mayor Hague’s party in Jersey City: the 
Pendergast group in Kansas City: the various incumbents in 
Chicago, Boston, and elsewhere. When we examine the his¬ 
tory of these parties we do not find a shining example of good 
government. The Senate Crime Investigating Committee ex¬ 
posed comparatively little, compared to what was already 
well-know among our American people. Read the history 
of just one Roman Catholic party and you read a cross-section 
of them all. 

CORRUPTION OF PUBLIC OFFICIALS 

Public officials take oaths of office. The oaths of Roman 
Catholic public officials, including Senators, Representatives, 
Governors, Federal and State and local officials, police and 
others, are subject to the teachings and laws of the Vatican. 
The Roman Catholic Church states that the virtue of Truth 
does not exclude “legitimate” mental reservations. It is the 
Vatican that decides what are “legitimate” mental reserva¬ 
tions. Do not overlook the fact that it is taught that duty to 
the Roman Catholic Church and consecration to her aims and 
ambitions, come before duty to the State. Public officials who 
took oaths of office, belonged to the subversive Christian 
Front movement, whose leaders were charged with plotting 
the overthrow of the Government of the United States. Large 
quantities of arms were found in their possession: it did not 
bother their consciences. 
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OATHS OF ROMAN CATHOLICS 

All oaths of Roman Catholics do not bind in conscience, 
according to the teachings of their Church, if there is any¬ 
thing in the oaths that is directly or indirectly against the 
interests of the Papacy. And it is the Papacy alone that de¬ 
cides what is, or is not, for, or against, her interests. Some 
time her “Interests” are so fluctuating that they are to be 
seen one minute—then hidden the next. 

POLITICAL IMMORALITY 

Two priests—Rev. Gerard Dion, professor at Laval Uni¬ 
versity, Quebec, and Rev. Louis O’Neill of Quebec Seminary, 
wrote a report concerning ‘Political Immorality’ several years 
ago. The report, not for public circulation, finally found its 
way into the public press. Both priest-professors had the cour¬ 
age to put into writing what everyone was thinking for years. 
They exposed many ruses and abuses. One convenient weapon 
was to accuse political opponents of being connected with the 
Communist conspiracy. Purchase of votes: paying of bills: 
various forms of gifts: dismissal of those who did not vote 
‘The right way’: and violence that would make the most 
ardent anarchists jealous—these and numerous other devices 
were denounced. The report brought to task those who think 
that morality only consists of not wearing shorts in public: 
political justice should be just as serious a concern to thinking 
Christians. The irony of the matter is that Roman Catholics 
were being reproved and denounced right in their own home¬ 
land — the Province of Quebec — by leaders in their own 
Church. The situation reminds me of that existing in the Papal 
States in Italy, before they were freed by Garibaldi in 1870. 
It also brings to mind the questionable history of Roman 
Catholic political parties here in the United States of America 
—Tammany Hall; Mayor Hague in Jersey City; Pendergast 
in Kansas City; Chicago political history—especially Cook 
County. And last, but not least, recent events in Puerto Rico 
—interference with the God-given rights of voters, to vote 
according to their conscience. 
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VATICAN INTRIGUE IN THE U.S.A 


Those who may still be unconvinced should read “between 
the lines” in an article in “U.S. News and World Report,” 
March 19, 1962, entitled: “U.S. and Vatican—An Untold 
Story.” This article should be revealing to the uninitiated. It 
is written by a Jesuit—a former President of Fordham Uni¬ 
versity. Washington, Franklin, Jefferson and others like 
Roger Williams should turn in their grave. The arch-conspi¬ 
rator mentioned is Cardinal Spellman of New York who, like 
Banquo’s ghost, returns frequently (and even today) to haunt 
the scene. Although the intrigue took place during President 
Roosevelt’s regime—and Truman’s—the average American 
knew little of what was going on behind the scenes. Some did 
suspect, but got no further. Since those days the intrigue has 
now been stepped up to an unprecedented degree. Sooner or 
later our American people are going to find they have been 
sold down the river—at a ‘Religious Yalta’ which they did 
not even suspect had taken place—unless they wake up in time. 

ROME’S ‘STATE WITHIN A STATE’ INSIDE U.S.A. 

Nine years ago I wrote in my book entitled: ‘A Priest 
Speaks His Mind’ that the Vatican was organizing a veritable 
‘State within a State’ here in the United States of America; 
with her own code of laws; her own vast educational system 
and nationwide network of schools; her own political parties, 
all geared to the Vatican and Papacy; and her aim was to 
have a Roman Catholic President. All three Vatican ambitions 
have met with greater success than even she dreamed in spite 
of the fact that she was lined up with the enemies of our 
Nation—the dictators of our time—Hitler, Mussolini, etc. 
and in spite of the fact that it took a World War II to de¬ 
feat them and save democracy. 

Within the past nine years the tempo has been increased 
by the Vatican. To-day she interferes in our American way 
of life, and jeopardizes our freedoms—Freedom of Religion; 
Freedom of the Press; Freedom from involvement of Church 
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and State. Countless million of American dollars— all col¬ 
lected from the American people by increased taxes— have 
found their way into the coffers of the Vatican, to finance 
her vast operations here in the U.S. and even in other coun¬ 
tries. She has brought unjust pressure on our President to 
obtain support for her private and parochial schools, in spite 
of the fact that he has plainly told her it is unconstitutional 
(even though he himself is a Roman Catholic.) 

MEN AND THEIR LEADERS 

Men do not rise higher than their leaders—especially in 
the field of religion. If the leaders err, the Roman Catholic 
people who are trained to follow like sheep also err. Their 
religious leaders—the Vatican; hierarchy and clergy—set the 
standards. Once Roman Catholic politicians and statesmen 
become enmeshed with the subtle Vatican-controlled opera¬ 
tions in the U.S.A., they have to follow ‘The Party Line’— 
or else! 
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Chaper XVI 

Roman Catholic Hierarchy and Voting 

Millions of Americans—many of them Roman Catholic 
—are not sure whether Rome interferes in politics. Now and 
again, in newspapers and magazines, they see articles that 
raise the question in their minds. The average person is too 
busy being entertained by television in his spare time, so he 
just does not want to be bothered by having to do some re¬ 
freshing thinking for himself. In the meantime, American 
Freedoms and Constitutional Principles are being violated and 
whittled away, often in a most flagrant manner. It is the old 
story of Nero fiddling while Rome burns—but in reverse: 
at least Rome fiddles and the people of the U.S.A. get burnt. 

VATICAN CLAIMS RIGHT TO INFLUENCE 
VOTERS 

Irrespective of what individual members of the Roman 
hierarchy, clergy or laity may say, it is good to hear just 
what Rome herself claims. In an official statement In the 
Vatican’s “L’ Osservatore Romano” the Roman Catholic 
Church reaffirmed its right to give guidance in social and 
political activities. This was reported in the American Press, 
May 18, 1960. She certainly has never hesitated to excercise 
that so—called “Right”—everywhere. 

ARE ROMAN CATHOLICS TOLD HOW TO VOTE? 

From time to time we read in the daily press how the 
Vatican and hierarchy in Roman Catholic Countries instruct 
the common people how to vote in an election. Editorials in 
the official Vatican newspaper; pronouncements of hierarchy, 
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Archbishops and Bishops; and other means are used—not 
excluding the pulpit—to tell Roman Catholic people how to 
vote. It is not left to them to exercise their own God-given 
intelligence—the whip is cracked and they must jump. It is 
made clear to them that otherwise they are committing sin— 
with excommunication, Hell fire and brimstone in the offing. 
More serious to us, here in free and democratic America, is 
the fact that there are many millions of American citizens 
who happen to be Roman Catholic, who are not free to vote 
according to their reason and conscience—that they must 
vote in accordance with the Roman Catholic Vatican “Party¬ 
line”—and who cower under the threat of superstitions and 
medieval penalties. Pressure is placed upon them to prevent 
them being good Americans. 

PUERTO RICAN VOTERS IN 1960 

These United States citizens were instrumental in bringing 
the pressure exercised on Roman Catholics to light—while the 
U.S.A. Presidential campaign was under way. It came at a 
critical time and could easily have swung the balance in the 
U.S.A. elections. In spite of the warning of the three Roman 
Catholic bishops in Puerto Rico—two of them born in the 
U.S.A.—that it would be a sin to vote for Munoz Marin’s 
Popular Democrats, Munoz was voted in with a landslide. 
This is another instance of how American Roman Catholics 
are becoming more American—and less Roman. The irony is 
that Munoz himself is a Roman Catholic. Is it all part of 
“The writing on the wall?” 
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Chapter XVII 

Union of Church and State 


In discussing Roman Catholic political parties; the influ¬ 
encing of public officials by the Vatican; and torn loyalties, 
it must be borne in mind that, according to Rome, union of 
Church and State is the ideal situation and the ultimate aim. 
This is Roman Catholic doctrine. Agreeing to separation of 
Church and State—or apparently doing so—is only a tem¬ 
porary expedient. Rome is practical and knows she must ac¬ 
cept, for the time being, a de facto situation. However, she 
takes a long view of things and never loses sight of her ulti¬ 
mate aims. Gradual encroachments are the order of the day, 
and these are being made in every direction. A recapitulation 
of the Vatican’s influence in American life just fifteen years 
ago, and her influence today, shows an astounding advance. 
She is now a great political power in America. 


Cardinal McIntyre of Los Angeles made a statement to 
the Press in San Antonio, Texas, reported in the Los Angeles 
Times, June 24, 1960. “There is no separation of Church 
and state”—and added that there never can be. So even a 
Roman Cardinal sometimes spills the beans. There is an old 
saying: Truth will out. McIntyre is right when he implies 
that the Church and State in America are getting very involved 
with each other—the Vatican is seeing to that. In fact it 
looks as if there is some sort of a romance going on at pres¬ 
ent between both parties. However, Protestant America is 
not yet asleep, and is keeping a watchful eye open. Many 
rugged, determined Americans are calling for the romance 
to end, for they know that no good can come of it. 
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INDOCTRINATION AND INFILTRATION 
BY VATICAN 

Even Protestants, some of them in high places, have been 
indoctrinated by the Vatican. This is over and above the 
influence exerted on Roman Catholics. The Vatican, through 
the American hierarchy and clergy, have become much more 
aggressive. Aided by public officials and others, she exerts 
and assumes a control over American life not even exercised 
by the Government itself, in some directions. For example, 
her powerful censorship over the press and other means of 
communication, and her tactics, such as boycotting, could not 
be justified in American Courts according to American law. 
No United States Government could enforce such censorship 
for it violates the basic principles of the American Consti¬ 
tution—the right of free speech and the freedom of religion. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC CANON LAW VERSUS 
AMERICAN LAW 

The Vatican is gradually and relentlessly enforcing her 
own system of laws within the boundaries of Continental 
U.S.A. and has even supplanted American law at times, and 
defied it. Persistently she is having her way. Members of the 
hierarchy and clergy acting under them have recently gone 
so far as to publicly defy American law. 
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Chapter XVIII 
Freedom of Religion 


True freedom demands that each individual is guaranteed 
the God-given right to practice without interference or pres¬ 
sure whatever religion his conscience may dictate, and which 
he believes to be the true one. No other nation goes out of 
its way to the extent that America does to safeguard the 
individual and his religious beliefs. Religion is based on man’s 
relationship to God—that of creature to his Creator. Amer¬ 
ica stresses man’s individual responsibility to God, and his 
right to go direct to Him, and to worship Him according to 
the dictates of conscience. Freedom of religion means that 
you have a right to worship God in the Church of your choice, 
without hindrance. Nor can a man be forced to go to Church 
against his will. We must ever remember that religion is a 
great spiritual force in any nation, and as a spiritual force it 
is not absolutely dependent on material things, as some would 
have us believe. Those who frequent the most beautiful and 
elaborate Church edifices are not always the most religious, 
as experience in life teaches us. It is the mind and heart that 
makes us rich, in the true sense of the word. 

NO STATE CHURCH IN THE U.S.A. 

We have no State-supported Church here. Our Founding 
Fathers laid down the principle that there should be a wall 
of separation between Church and State, in order to avoid the 
complications and dissentions that tore Europe apart for 
many centuries. It was to avoid ruthless persecutions that 
many came to our shores and found a haven of peace and 
freedom. Our Constitution and Bill of Rights recognizes the 
fact that here, under God, are gathered together men of all 
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races and creeds, and safeguards their rights. Nor must we 
forget that millions of people in other nations have turned 
away from religion, in disgust, because it has been misrepre¬ 
sented to them, and rammed down their throat at the point of 
the sword. The greatest champions of religion are those who 
safeguard man’s right to Freedom of Religion. Religion based 
on fear and intolerance has no more validity than a charge of 
theft issued against a bank-teller who suddenly finds himslf 
looking down the wrong end of a sawed-off shotgun, and who 
hands over the bank’s money: he is not a free agent. Again, 
men who are forced, through fear or restraint, to adhere to 
some particular doctrine-be it religious or otherwise—cannot 
be trusted. In our own day we have seen countless millions of 
people with long histories of Roman Catholic religious ad¬ 
herence capitulate to atheistic Communism. 

AMERICAN PRINCIPLE OF SEPARATION OF 
CHURCH AND STATE 

Even in England, the home of the Magna Charta, there is 
a national church—the Anglican Church, with its nation-wide 
system of schools. The same can be said of many other Euro¬ 
pean countries. Here in the United States of America it is 
absolutely unconstitutional for the State to support any 
Church, or to tax any citizen for this purpose. The wall of 
separation between Church and State is a safeguard against 
injustices. The State looks after the temporal welfare of 
man, and protects him in this respect: the Church safeguards 
his spiritual welfare, and is supreme in her field. In order to 
be just and fair, and to protect the religious freedom of men 
of all sects and creeds, the State treats all on an equal basis. 
Nor does it want to see one particular religious denomination 
become all-powerful and encroach on the freedom of others. 
If this was permitted we should soon see the day when we 
would have a State religion, supported by the Government. 
We would then no longer be a democracy in the American 
«ense of the word. History has also taught us the lesson that 
"'here the State supports religion, religion suffers from State 
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interference. It is the old story—the man who pays the piper 
calls the tune. Freedom of religion, and freedom from State 
interference has been one of the main reasons why our 
Churches have flourished in America. 

ECUMENICAL COUNCIL IN ROME 

There has been much misleading propaganda stemming 
from Rome, regarding Christian unity. Many Protestant sects 
have been badly misinformed. They have been attracted by 
the unity of a vast politico-religious monolith instead of the 
spiritual unity of one Lord, one Faith, one Baptism. The 
only basis of unity that Rome could offer is for each section 
of Protestantism to throw overboard all that has been dearly 
won, from the time of the Reformation onwards, and accept 
all the teachings of Rome, including innumerable man-made 
doctrines and other accretions. Superstitions; Purgatory; In¬ 
dulgences and the doctrine that Mary is Co-Redeemer of the 
human race, with Christ, would be added for good measure. 
Union of Church and State would clench the deal. Personal 
relationship with Christ would be minimized and salvation 
through adherence to Rome, stressed. Thus the clock would 
be turned back four hundred years, and Fox’s Book of 
Martyrs would have to be revised. 
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Chapter XIX 

Public Schools and Democracy 

Every nation, in order to continue its existence and main¬ 
tain its form of government, must educate its youth in the 
traditions of the nation. A democracy, like the United States 
of America, must prepare its youth for the enjoyment of the 
many freedoms guaranteed bv the Constitution and Bill of 
Rights. This is far more essential in a democracy, than under 
a dictatorship where people are kept in line by fear and 
force. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS ARE ESSENTIAL 

In these times when the world is torn by so many “isms” 
and divisive forces we must stand together as a nation and 
strengthen the ties of democracy. Our American public school 
system is a bond, and a unifying force in our nation in which 
men of all sects, creeds, races and backgrounds are gathered 
together under one flag — our beloved Star-spangled Ban¬ 
ner. It is for these reasons that the people of this great nation 
advocate the American public schools as a nonpartisan, non¬ 
sectarian and democratic institution, available to all the chil¬ 
dren of America. Our American public school system is the 
cradle of democracy where patriotism is inculcated; respect 
for law and order taught; and undying loyalty to the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States of America fostered. 

TEACHERS CAREFULLY SELECTED 

The teachers in our American public schools are carefully 
chosen both for their character and ability. The academic 
requirements are high, and careful investigation made before 
appointment. 
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FREEDOM OF RELIGION SAFEGUARDED 

Children in our public schools are taught to mix with others 
who are of different racial backgrounds and creeds. This is 
an essential part of their education for democracy, for in 
later years they will have to work together. Religious free¬ 
dom — that most cherished of all freedoms — is safeguard¬ 
ed in our public schools against unjust encroachments. The 
beliefs of the children and their parents are respected, and 
every opportunity given to practice religion in its proper 
setting — in the home and at Church. 

WHY RELTGTON IS NOT TAUGHT IN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

There are many hundreds of sects and religious creeds in 
the United States of America, and the children attending our 
public schools are a cross-section of them. Obviously it would 
be both impractical and imprudent to make our public schools 
a center for religious instruction: impractical on account of 
the many different sects and denominations represented: 
imprudent on account of the impossibility of teaching reli¬ 
gion without encroaching on the Freedom of Religion. How¬ 
ever, the fact that religion is not taught in our public school 
system does not mean that our schools are Godless. Teachers 
and officials require a law-abiding standard of conduct, and 
the children are taught that this is “one nation, under God, 
indivisible, with liberty and justice for all.” They are taught 
to be good citizens. 

U.S. SUPREME COURT AND SCHOOL PRAYERS 

Contrary to false and deceptive propaganda, the U.S. 
Supreme Court did not ban prayer from our American public 
schools. The Court has always recognized this Nation as 
one that openly acknowledges its dependence on God — the 
Creator and Source of our inalienable God-given rights. In 
the recent decision concerning prayer the Supreme Court 
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denied the right of the State (New York) to impose a par¬ 
ticular prayer on the public school children of the State. It 
is not in the province of the State to interfere in the field of 
religion and say what prayers shall or shall not be said. 
Thus the U.S. Supreme Court protected the God-given right 
to Freedom of Religion, from encroachment by the State. 

Our American public schools are not Godless. The vast 
proportion of teachers have Church affiliation. Children 
are taught reverence and respect for religion. They have 
every opportunity to practice their particular religion, where 
it rightfully belongs — in the home and Church. Even 
release-time (from school) is permitted in various States for 
religious instruction. 

ROME AND THE BIBLE 

It may surprise many Americans — even Roman Catholic 
ones — that the Roman Church has been influential in keep¬ 
ing the Bible out of American public schools. The Bible — 
especially the King James Version — might be too enlighten¬ 
ing for the children. Yet when the U.S. Supreme Court 
maintained Freedom of Religion by refusing to allow the 
State to compose a prayer and impose it on school-children, 
the Roman hierarchy and press raised a furor. 

ATTACKS ON OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM 
BY ROME 

Do not be misled by vicious, unprincipled attacks on our 
American public school system and the vast army of loyal and 
devoted teachers — men and women — who carry out that 
system in practice. Parents who only have one or two children 
to look after should appreciate the difficulties, and tests of 
patience, that those who have a whole classroom of children 
to look after, must endure. Teaching exacts many sacrifices. 
Moreover, our American teachers have to handle children 
of many different racial backgrounds. When you hear of 
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attacks on our American public school system it is good to 
consider the source of these attacks. They can usually be 
traced back to those who have no use for our American 
institutions and way of life. Enemies of democracy always 
attack its public school system realizing that the life-blood of 
a nation flows through it. It is a necessary prelude to the 
attempted overthrow of the nation. 

American people are now beginning to realize the fact that 
whenever our Courts maintain separation of Church and State, 
and Freedom of Religion, those who would encroach on these 
basic American principles vent their anger and spleen on our 
American public schools—and on American Democracy. 

Any Godless or erroneous teaching in any American public 
school w'ould soon bring down the wrath of parents; parent- 
teacher associations; local civic organizations; local school 
boards; State educational authorities; political leaders at 
every level—and members of Congress and Ministers. 


Chapter XX 

Private and Parochial Schools 

We concede the right for individuals and groups—religious 
and otherwise—to erect and maintain their own private or 
parochial schools, provided they are willing to support these 
institutions themselves, and not claim direct or indirect sup¬ 
port from the State. Another condition is that they do not 
teach any doctrines opposed to our American Constitution 
and Bill of Rights. In addition, they should prepare the chil¬ 
dren to take their place as citizens under a democratic form of 
government, and not be conditioned to live under some form 
of dictatorship. 
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PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS ARE JUST FOR ROMAN 
CATHOLICS 

Schools run by a particular religious denomination cater 
mainly to the children of that denomination, to the exclusion 
of children of other denominations. This is in sharp contrast 
to our American public school system, open to all children 
of all denominations. If our American children are not taught 
to mix with other children, irrespective of creed, while they 
are young, it will be very difficult to instil a spirit of tolerance 
in them when they become adults and are set in their ways. 
Experience teaches us that parochial schools tend to separate 
our American children into groups, based on religious adher¬ 
ence, and this principle is carried into everyday American life 
—into politics also, evidenced by numerous political groups 
whose adherents mainly belong to one particular religious 
denomination. Business and government — local, State and 
Federal—are being influenced in this respect today, to the 
detriment of the nation as a whole. Once we permit America 
to be divided up on a sectarian basis, we are preparing the 
way to bury American democracy. Is it worth the risk? 

PURPOSE OF CHURCH SCHOOLS 

Nor must we forget that Church schools exist for the spe¬ 
cific purpose of teaching one particular religious doctrine, to 
the exclusion of others. They do not throw their doors open 
to the children of every sect or creed, and in this respect they 
differ vastly from our public school system. This, of course, 
is just one more reason why they should not claim, or be given, 
any direct or indirect State support. 

NO STATE SUPPORT FOR PRIVATE AND 
PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 

State support for private or parochial schools — either 
given directly or indirectly—is unconstitutional. The First 
Amendment guarantees that Congress shall make no law 
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respecting the establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press . . . Our Founding Fathers were determined that 
this nation should ever remain free from the many evils sur¬ 
rounding a Church and State union. 

To pay Federal, State or local funds for the support of any 
sectarian institution is therefore absolutely unconstitutional 
and constitutes a fraud perpetrated upon the American peo¬ 
ple. It does not matter whether the money is paid directly or 
indirectly—it is still unconstitutional. To write ten million 
dollars off assessment on property, or to grant tax-exemption, 
for example, amounts to the same thing, in the long run, as 
giving direct aid. For the City, State or Federal authorities 
to grant you tax-exemption is the same thing as allowing you 
to pay your taxes in full, and then sending you a refund or 
gift of this amount. It is simply a matter of bookkeeping. 

State support, even in the form of tax-exemption, when 
granted to private and parochial schools, automatically weak¬ 
ens our American public school system and assists others who 
are determined to supplant our public school system with their 
own. As a matter of record, one particular religious denom¬ 
ination, the Roman Catholic Church, has spent over ten billion 
American dollars to enlarge her already vast school system, 
in opposition to our American public schools. Obviously they 
are not short of money. It is her fervent hope to one day 
completely supplant our public schools which are the gardens 
of democracy. In that day adherence to one particular reli¬ 
gion would be demanded of the whole nation. Is this in ac¬ 
cordance with the ideas of our Founding Fathers? 

TAX MONEY FOR PRIVATE GAIN 

Our American people and those they elect to represent 
them should ever remember that the more public money chan¬ 
nelled by devious routes into private and sectarian educa¬ 
tional institutions, the less there is left to bolster up our 
American public schools and higher educational system and 
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keep them modernized. Why rob Peter to pay Paul? Why 
lose faith in American democratic institutions? 

Some private and parochial schools and other private edu¬ 
cational establishments have been very profitable undertak¬ 
ings, and still are. Parents concerned can afford to by-pass 
our American schools and therefore are willing to pay for 
private education. In addition, such establishments are highly 
selective—usually on religious and financial standing. If they 
want to do things their way, that is their business, but they 
must not expect the American government and people to foot 
their bills, while they themselves take all the profits. 

Our American public schools and State-supported higher 
educational institutions are for all the children, irrespective 
of race or religion. They are not run for profit but for edu¬ 
cational purposes. 

MISUSE OF PUBLIC FUNDS _ 

in every nation in which the Roman Church and Vatican 
operates, she works ceaselessly to influence the government to 
channel public funds into Roman Catholic parochial schools 
and other educational institutions, with the purpose of ultima¬ 
tely taking over the whole educational system of the nation. 
This is but the prelude to making the nation a totalitarian 
and Roman Catholic one. 

Never in the history of the United States of America has 
the Vatican engineered such a vast nationwide drive to infil¬ 
trate and to channel public funds into her coffers with a view 
to destroying our American public school system and sup¬ 
planting it with her own Roman Catholic one. Rome’s vicious 
attacks on our American public schools, carefully designed to 
undermine the confidence of our American people in our 
democratic and non-sectarian institutions, makes the Kremlin’s 
propaganda experts look like amateurs. 

SCHOOLS AND CHURCHES OFTEN COMBINED 

Many Roman Catholic Bishops pursue the policy of first 
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building a school and auditorium, and using this as a church 
also. This means that any local, State or Federal aid or tax- 
exemption, is going directly toward financing a particular 
church—something clearly prohibited by our American Con¬ 
stitution and Bill of Rights. This point should be noted by all 
those who are trying to stem the tide of encroachment on our 
American Freedoms and Separation of Church and State. 

THREE-CORNERED FIGHT TODAY FOR YOUTH 

There is a three-cornered fight going on today for the 
control of the minds of our American children—by Moscow, 
Rome and Washington. 

This three-cornered fight is taking place not in Moscow or 
Rome, but on American soil—right on our own home-base. 
It is an all-out battle for the minds of our American youth, 
with no holds barred. The tempo is being stepped up every 
day. 

The situation could easily be precipitated into a national 
crisis when any two of the three contestants join hands—some¬ 
thing that is not as fantastic as it may appear on the surface. 

It should be noticed that each contestant is using one of the 
other contestants as a ‘Bogey-man.’ Nor should it be over¬ 
looked that it is by such methods that dictators have come 
to power. Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin were no exception. 
Our American people should learn that eternal vigilance is 
the price of liberty. American parents are deeply concerned at 
what is going on, and still more concerned at the fact that 
their own children are being made the pawns in a great na¬ 
tional and international power—struggle and contest. They 
and their children are the victims of most subtle and deceitful 
propaganda, master-minded by psychologists and psychiatrists 
who have debased their science and art. Remember, the era 
of the “Big lie” did not die with Hitler. 

SIMPLE SOLUTION 

There is one simple solution—unswerving allegiance to our 
American Constitution and Bill of Rights which embody the 
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God-given Freedoms that have made America great. Support 
our Public schools, at local and State level, and respect the 
rights of each State. 

Add to this an insistence that all public money, collected 
by taxation, should find its way only into American public 
and democratic educational institutions. The irony of fate is 
that today countless millions of American dollars are chan¬ 
nelled by devious, circuitous routes to pay for alien and un¬ 
democratic propaganda and institutions. How blind can many 
of our American people be? It is such voluntary blindness 
that gives deep concern to the guardians of American Free¬ 
doms. 

SETTING UP RIVAL SCHOOL SYSTEM 

It is both unfair and un-American for any religious denom¬ 
ination to set up its own system of schools and then demand 
that the Community, State and Nation support these rival 
schools, to the neglect of our American public schools. Let 
them support their own schools, and if they really think them 
worth-while, they should be content to do just this. Nor must 
it be forgotten that those who set up their own system of 
schools are usually very dissatisfied with our American public 
schools. 

One particular religious denomination—the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church—has always attacked our American public school 
system from the very day it was founded, and has built up 
her own vast system of schools, in rivalry to our public 
schools. To make matters worse, this rival system is financed 
by our American people, and has managed to obtain local, 
State and even Federal aid, in many devious ways, to an 
alarming extent. Textbooks in all Roman Catholic schools are 
censored, by order of the Vatican. Children going to these 
schools are taught many things diametrically opposed to the 
principles of American democracy. For example, our most 
cherished freedom—the Freedom of Religion—is denounced 
as absolute heresy. Roman Catholic parents are not free to 
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send, or not send, their children to American public schools, 
where they will be well grounded in the principles of democra¬ 
cy and our American way of life. If they send their children 
to public schools they incur severe penalties and are denied the 
Sacraments of their Church. It must be remembered here that 
the children of the nation, whether they be Protestant, Ro¬ 
man Catholic, Jewish or of any other denomination or sect, 
are still Americans—the very life-blood of the nation. The 
State has an obligation to them, and they have an obligation 
to the State, and no one can take these obligations away, at 
least as long as the Star-spangled Banner yet waves. The 
whole trouble springs, basically, from the claim of Rome that 
she is endowed with the mission to educate the youth of every 
nation under God’s sun, and that this right does not belong 
to the State. Also, the vicious and unprincipled attacks of 
Rome upon our American public schools spring from her false 
claim. Even if our public schools were run by angels, and the 
pupils were all little cherubs, the story would be still the same: 
their wings would be besmirched with clerical black, ‘on gen¬ 
eral principles.’ Communism, and other ‘isms’ have also at¬ 
tacked our American public schools and tried to undermine 
them—unsuccessfully. We must be on our guard against all 
those who would bore from within. 
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Chapter XXI 

Proposition Three — California 


In 1951 the State of California passed a law exempting 
private, non-profit schools from taxation. This included Ro¬ 
man Catholic and other parochial schools. The law was 
brought to a referendum in November, 1952, and was known 
as Proposition Three. There was much unfair and deceitful 
propaganda used, emanating mainly from the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church. An example of this was the widespread appeal to 
the people of California to ‘help the crippled and handicapped 
children, by voting for Proposition Three.’ As a matter of 
fact, crippled and handicapped children did not even enter 
into the picture—their institutions had been enjoying tax- 
exemption for many years under an Amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution of California. So beclouded did the whole issue be¬ 
come in the elections in November, 1952, due to false propa¬ 
ganda, that the people of California were deceived into vot¬ 
ing favorably for Proposition Three. 

The Alameda County Superior Court, in 1953, declared 
that Proposition Three was unconstitutional. Lawyers there 
brought out the very startling fact that of the total number 
of children attending private and parochial schools seeking tax- 
exemption—232,083—it was a matter of record that 206,023 
attended Roman Catholic schools. It was therefore one parti¬ 
cular religious denomination—the Roman Catholic Church— 
that was the main beneficiary under Proposition Three. In 
other words, it was ‘tailor-made’ for it. 

The case did not rest here. The Roman Catholic Church 
took it to the Supreme Court of California, in June, 1956. 
Contrary to the decision of the Alameda County Superior 
Court in 1953, it declared Proposition Three constitutional. 
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So the situation was that one court declared Proposition 
Three unconstitutional: the other declared it constitutional. 
It is high time judges got together. 

In December, 1956, the United States Supreme Court de¬ 
clined to review the case, “for want of a substantial Federal 
question.” It must be remembered that the United States 
Supreme Court did not try the case. It really threw it back 
into the lap of the people of the State concerned—California. 

Many hundreds of thousands of signatures were obtained 
in 1957, and Petitions filed with State authorities, to have 
Proposition Three placed on the ballot again, in the elections 
scheduled for 1958. People should not be so easily deceived 
in future. “You can fool some of the people all of the time, 
and all of the people some of the time—but you cannot fool 
all of the people all of the time.” Four United States Su¬ 
preme Court Judges stated that one of the gravest dangers 
and threats facing us is the drive to “obtain public funds for 
aid and support of various private religious schools.” 

WHAT PROPOSITION THREE HAS ALREADY 
COST THE PEOPLE 

Cities, Counties and States all need money to perform their 
functions for the benefit of the public. This money is raised 
by taxation. The aim is to collect taxes from each person in 
a fair and just manner, according to his or her ability to pay, 
and to expend the money for the benefit of all, and not just 
the few. For example, when tax money is used to support 
private and parochial schools, only a few groups or denomina¬ 
tions benefit—not the general public. Further, it seriously 
involves the State and Church, and paves the way for a State- 
supported Church, ultimately. 

Again, if some unjustly avoid paying taxes, it means that 
others who have paid their share already, must now pay more 
in order to make up for those who have not pulled their 
weight. The matter does not end here, since those who have 
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avoided paying their just share of taxes continue to reap all 
the benefits for which the taxes were levied: running of the 
Community; police and fire protection; roads; and a host of 
other benefits. In other words, they are getting something 
for nothing—at the expense of others. When Proposition 
Three was passed, over ten million dollars in assessed valua¬ 
tion were dropped from the Los Angeles County rolls alone. 
In order to make up for this the people of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty will have to bear increased assessments and pay more taxes. 
To make matters worse, their money is being used to support 
private and parochial schools belonging to particular religious 
denominations very much opposed to their own religious be¬ 
liefs, in most cases. In the meantime, California public school 
system suffers from want of increased facilities to keep pace 
with the growing population and many teachers forgo a 
much-needed increase in pay. 

THOSE WHO BENEFIT FROM PROPOSITION 
THREE 

As previously stated, the Roman Catholic Church is the 
main beneficiary from Proposition Three—to the astounding 
extent of about ninety percent. This leaves about ten percent 
to be divided between all the other small groups and denomi¬ 
nations who may possess a few schools—mere crumbs from 
the table. It is the irony of fate that the main beneficiary— 
Rome—denies these other denominations even the legal right 
to exist—they are only ‘tolerated,’ according to her laws. 

THOSE WHO LOSE FROM PROPOSITION THREE 

The taxpayer, every time, foots the bill. Once Proposition 
Three became law, taxpayers were permanently saddled with 
the increased taxes—and will be for very many years to come. 
They had to make up the difference in taxes for those who 
evaded taxes, or obtained tax-exemption. It would be interest¬ 
ing for each taxpayer to sit down and estimate just how much 
he expects to be out of pocket, in a period of, say, ten years. 
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It just might teach him a lesson—not to be so complacent, as 
a voter. 

SEGREGATION 

Another serious angle that presents itself, when consider¬ 
ing the granting of tax-exemption to private and parochial 
schools, is the question of segregation. Parochial schools, 
especially, are a force in segregating our American children 
on the basis of their religious adherence. If this principle 
was allowed to operate to a great extent, America would soon 
find herself divided into a vast number of armed religious 
camps, with factions ready to burn each other at the stake. 

TAX EXEMPTION AND TAX EVASION 

Wittingly, or unwittingly, the people of California went 
a long way towards building up one particular religious de¬ 
nomination, to the detriment of others. True, they were 
grossly misled by false propaganda regarding Proposition 
Three, not realizing just what was involved underneath. They 
were also misled into believing that California was out of line 
with the other States in the Union. The amounts of tax- 
exemption granted to Churches and Church schools and insti¬ 
tutions have always varied considerably, in the fifty States 
in the Union, each with its own code of laws. Some States had 
to reframe their laws very carefully—to take care of grave 
abuses. They often found that ‘Church property’ consisted 
of a lot more than just the Church itself. Often the Church 
was surrounded with much valuable land that was later sold 
at a huge profit. Sometimes a school, with hundreds of 
acres of land, was included under this heading. Clergy and 
other ecclesiastical residences also came under the heading 
of ‘Church property,’ as well as great areas of valuable cul¬ 
tivated land, the harvest of which reaped a large profit. 

Under our American democatic form of government our 
people have enjoyed the greatest amount of freedom ever 
guaranteed by any nation—we have breathed freedom in 
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the very air in America—it has been as generously given as 
the sunshine that nurtures our Golden State of California. 
Let us not forget the great ideals upon which this Nation 
was founded, and our duties to it—to hand down, intact, the 
heritage that we received. 

SHOULD ALL CHURCH PROPERTY BE TAXED? 

There are many who believe that it would be more fair to 
tax all property—Church or otherwise. This would equalize 
American taxbills. Individuals would have to pay less taxes, 
since there would not be the vast amount of tax-exempt prop¬ 
erty as at present. This would level things up in the long run, 
for they would have more money left to donate to the Church 
of their choice and the institutions they favor. At present 
much of their tax money is applied, against their wishes, to 
causes in which they do not believe. The proposition is worth 
thinking over. 

ROME GETS HER FOOT IN THE DOOR 

To obtain tax-exemption is only the first step, in the eyes 
of the Roman Catholic Church especially, towards obtaining 
many other privileges. She aims, ultimately at obtaining: 

Free bus transportation 
Free textbooks 
Free equipment 

Free teachers—paid by the State 

Free maintenance of school buildings 

Free school buildings, erected by the State 

Ultimately she aims at controlling all education in America 
and doing away with our American public school system, or 
taking it over and converting it into a system of Church 
schools. This is no idle boast for she has succeeded in doing 
this in various countries—and is well on the road here in the 
United States of America. Protestants, in the foreseeable 
future, may have to be satisfied with the crumbs from the 
tabie. 
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PANDORA’S BOX OF TRICKS 

The Papacy does not rely just on one set of tactics—and 
she has many tricks in her box. Some are: tax-exemption; 
Federal, State and local aid; using Roman Catholic officials 
to betray their public trust, and channel public property into 
the coffers of Rome. To make the contract legal, the con¬ 
sideration has sometimes been just one single dollar; in a 
more generous streak, Rome has sometimes paid five dollars. 
These facts are simply matters of public records. The records 
of cities like Boston are very revealing. 

One of the most effective and most devious means em¬ 
ployed by the Roman hierarchy in America, aiming to capture 
control of American public education, is through what are 
known as ‘Captive schools.’ 

CAPTTVE SCHOOLS 

Few Americans know what Captive Schools mean. They are 
American public schools where the Roman Church has gained 
control-literally captured. Such schools are run by priests, 
brothers and nuns, dressed in clerical garb. All salaries are 
paid out of public funds. Protestants and Jews have to send 
their children to such schools and submit them to their in¬ 
fluences. The local School Board is packed with Roman 
Catholics, all following the “Party” line—the aims and laws 
of the Vatican. Nor do Americans realize that there are 
several hundred Captive Schools operating in over twenty-two 
States within the United States of America. Such schools 
are sometimes listed by the Roman Catholic Church as paro¬ 
chial schools—and by public authorities and public schools. 
There are well over two thousand priests, brothers and nuns 
teaching in American public schools. 

On the other hand, we have yet to hear of the Communists 
taking over one single American public school. 
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Chapter XXII 
Mixed Marriages 

One of the most vexing problems besetting Christians to¬ 
day is that concerning what are called: ‘Mixed Marriages’— 
marriages between baptized Protestants and Roman Cath¬ 
olics. In the United States of America men of all races and 
creeds are united together under our Star-Spangled Banner. 
Freedoms are guaranteed to all, and equality before the law. 
Under such circumstances, normally peace and concord are 
expected among those who uphold the principles of religion, 
and set themselves up as standards for others. However, 
where one particular branch of Christianity claims to have 
the exclusive monopoly of Truth, and at the same time 
denounces all other religions as false, only trouble and dis- 
sention can be expected. Violence is done regularly to the 
most cherished beliefs of Protestants—ones for which their 
forefathers bled and died over the long centuries. 

DIFFERENCES IN APPROACH TO RELIGION 

There are great and basic differences in the Roman Cath¬ 
olic and Protestant approach to religion. One is the indirect 
approach through an institution—a Church, outside of which, 
it is claimed, there is no salvation. The other—the Protestant 
approach—stresses the personal relationship of the individual 
not to a man-made institution or Church, but directly with 
Christ. The Roman Catholic is continually taught to stress 
what the Roman Church teaches: Protestantism stresses what 
Christ teaches. 

The Protestant upholds the Holy Bible as the Infallible 
Word of God, to be interpreted under guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. The Roman Catholic believes that infallible authority 
resides in the Pope and Roman Church. 
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Again, even with the best intentions in the world, on the 
part of both parties to a Mixed Marriage, the venture often 
ends in failure—in separation or divorce, on account of what 
has proved to be insurmountable difficulties. 

A PROTESTANT AND A ROMAN CATHOLIC 
DESIRE TO MARRY 

Two young people—John and Mary—meet and become 
very interested in each other, and finally desire to become 
life partners. John has been brought up with a typically Pro¬ 
testant background, steeped in Protestant tradition and its 
approach to life and its problems. Mary a Roman Catholic 
has been brought up in that faith, and educated in parochial 
schools, run by her Church. 

For both parties, marriage is a sacred and serious union, 
established by God. Each is willing to take the other, amid 
all the vicissitudes of life, to have and to hold, in riches or 
poverty, in sickness or health, until death parts them. They 
know that the future, with its joys and sorrows, trials and 
temptations, is unrevealed, and that sacrifices will have to 
be made on both sides, to make marriage a success. Never¬ 
theless, it is only fitting that as many obstacles as possible be 
removed beforehand. Religion should be a veritable binding 
force, rather than an obstacle. 

WHICH CHURCH IS TO BE CONSULTED? 

Mary has already been indoctrinated in her Church and 
parochial school as to what can or cannot be done in the case 
of a Mixed Marriage, and she knows the discouragement 
placed on such marriages, and is in fear and trembling. The 
priest, in Confession, has already warned her against such a 
marriage. John, on the other hand, has more of an open mind 
and is more tolerant, so Mary persuades him to come along 
with her to her parish Church, and talk with her priest. She 
is forbidden to visit his Minister. The priest, seeing that the 
love-affair has gone so far that there is little hope of break- 
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ing it up, no\v lays down the only conditions under which the 
girl will be permitted to marry John: 

PRE-NUPTIAL PROMISES 


1. That all children of either sex born of the marriage shall 
be baptized and educated solely in the Roman Catholic reli¬ 
gion. 

2. That the Protestant party will neither hinder or obstruct 
in any manner whatsoever the Roman Catholic party in the 
exercise of the Roman Catholic religion. 


3. That in the solemnization of the marriage there shall 
be only the Roman Catholic ceremony. 

These guarantees must be in writing, and signed by the 
Protestant party, before witnesses. 


The Roman Catholic party to the marriage must also sign 
the following guarantees before witnesses: 


1. That all children of either sex born of the marriage 
shall be baptized and educated solely in the Roman Catholic 
religion. 


2. That in the solemnization of the marriage there shall be 
only the Roman Catholic ceremony. 


Further, the priest must certify, in writing, to his bishop, 
that he has informed and instructed, the Roman Catholic 
party of the grave obligation of trying to convert the Pro¬ 
testant partner to Roman Catholicism. This very often proves 
to be a serious bone of contention between the partners to the 
marriage, for no one likes to have another religion rammed 
down his throat, and the over-zealous Roman Catholic party 
often tries to do this. 


Nor does the matter rest here. The Protestant partner 
must take a course of instruction in the teachings of the Ro¬ 
man Church, for many weeks, and it is hoped—or expected— 
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that by the end of the course he will capitulate and become 
a Roman Catholic. The course is really one of indoctrination, 
and every subtle art is used and practiced, including brain¬ 
washing. 

AFTER MARRIAGE 

The Protestant partner, John, duly signed the Guarantees, 
with quite a bit of reluctance, and also completed his course 
of instruction and indoctrination. Somehow he remained a 
Protestant, through it all, even though he did sign away many 
of his rights as a husband and prospective father: and rights 
upheld by American law. The only marriage ceremony al¬ 
lowed by the Roman Church has taken place before a priest. 
In fact, the husband has gone to the Church of Rome with his 
bride for several Sundays afterwards, even though the ritual 
there has meant very little to him. Now a new element enters 
the whole picture. John’s Minister and friends at his Pro¬ 
testant Church have been chiding him for some time, since 
they have not seen him around the Church. His friends are 
anxious to meet his new bride. What is the matter—is he 
hiding her? John now promises to see them all, next Sunday. 

SUNDAY MORNING 

John has already reminded his wife that his Minister and 
friends want to meet her. Mary reminds him that her Roman 
Church does not allow her to attend a Protestant service— 
she will be excommunicated if she does. John brings out the 
fact that he has attended her Roman Church with her, up to 
now, and that it is only fair that she goes with him to his 
Church, even for only once, so that she can meet his friends 
there. Mary remains adamant, and finally leaves the house by 
herself, to attend her Church. John goes on to his Protestant 
Church, feeling upset that he and his wife cannot worship 
God at the same Altar, together. The first rift has occurred. 
From now onwards each must go their own way—on Sundays 
especially. 
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RELATIVES AND TN-LAWS 

Gradually John and Mary begin to meet all their in-laws, 
many of whom did not attend the wedding on account of the 
religious issue. Also, up to now Mary had been careful to keep 
her Protestant partner in the background, lest too much op- 
posit'on was raised to her marrying outside of her Church. 
Now that her marriage is an accomplished fact, she hopes the 
‘Ice’ will melt. 

FIRST CHILD ARRIVES 

There is rejoicing that a son and heir has been born. John 
is a proud father. However, his pride is taken down a peg 
or two when the Roman Catholic side of the family takes 
charge, and arranges for the Baptism of the child, in the 
Roman Catholic Church. Not one of his friends is even al¬ 
lowed to act as sponsor. Here is his own flesh and blood 
being inducted into a religion that he himself cannot accept. 

THE OLD, OLD STORY 

As the child grows up, John often takes him on his knee 
and reads to him from his own mother’s cherished Bible—the 
one used in instructing him as a child. It was from this cher¬ 
ished old Bible that he first learned of ‘The old, old story, 
of Jesus and His love.’ Mary has told her Roman Church 
about this and has been plainly informed that it is a perver¬ 
sion of the child’s Roman Catholic faith, to instruct him from 
a Protestant Bible. Arguments ensue. Just where will it all 
end? Mary’s Church threatens to break up the marriage. 

SUNDAY CHURCH ATTENDANCE 

As soon as the child is old enough, the mother takes him to 
the Roman Church with her on Sundays. Often the child puts 
up resistance, stating that he wants to go to Church with his 
father. There is a scene—and tears—as the mother drags 
him along, unwilling, to her Church. Later, that same morn- 
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ing, John sits in a pew in his Protestant Church, looks around 
and sees a number of his friends—fathers and mothers, with 
their children beside them, worshipping God together as a 
family. John sighs and bemoans his fate, that denies him that 
pleasure—and duty. 

SCHOOL AGE 

The first child is now of school age and the mother has 
gone ahead, under the instruction of her priests, and made 
arrangements for him to attend a parochial school, where he 
will be indoctrinated in the teaching of the Roman Church. 
John has from time to time advanced the opinion that the 
child should attend an American public school, just as he did. 
He is reminded both by Mary and the priests of her Church, 
of his guarantees in writing that all the children of the mar¬ 
riage must be educated in Roman Catholic schools. He is 
faced with either consenting—or with a broken marriage. 
Once more he capitulates—under what he calls unfair pressure. 

A ONE-SIDED AFFATR 

The years pass, and the children grow up. It has been a 
repetition of the same old problem, with each child. From 
time to time he and Mary have been on the point of breaking 
up the marriage, in spite, of their deep love for one another 
—the difficulties seemed insurmountable. 

He reflects how, since the day he first signed the guar¬ 
antees, without which the Roman Church would have refused 
to marry him and Mary, he has been at a great disadvantage, 
for it has been a very one-sided affair. He has been denied 
the usual—and lawful—right of a parent to have some say in 
the religious upbringing of his children. In any case, two out 
of his three children are now married to Protestants, in the 
Protestant Church, and they are very happy there, worship¬ 
ping in the ‘Faith of their Fathers,’ in spite of all the excom¬ 
munications hurled at them by the Roman Catholic Church.

So all John’s trials and tribulations over the years have not 
been in vain, after all. He always felt that his children’s sym¬ 
pathies were with him. His younger daughter too, has a mind 
of her own, and may well exercise it when she is old enough 
to decide for herself. 

What joy it gives John now, to sit in his Protestant Church 
with his married daughter and grandchildren, worshipping 
God together—‘One Lord, one Faith, one Baptism.’ There is 
one sad note—his wife, Mary, has grown bitter and sour on 
the question of religion: it has been too much for her, and, 
after all, she was caught between two fires. She now seldom 
attends Church at all. John and Mary realize that all the 
many difficulties of their married life were mainly due to the 
question of religion. Yet Christ meant His teachings to be a 
close bond of union, and not a bone of contention. If they had 
followed His doctrine, as He taught it, and not as men dis¬ 
torted it, the whole story would have been different. Both 
have denied themselves much joy and pleasure that was right¬ 
fully theirs—of worshipping God together as a family unit, 
and praying together. 

UNSEEN PRESSURES 

John thanks God for the fact that in spite of all his capi¬ 
tulations, based on the written guarantees he gave the Ro¬ 
man Church, he remained a staunch Protestant. It was not 
easy, for the temptation was to take the line of least resist¬ 
ance — and capitulate. For the first several years Mary 
brought pressure on him to change his religion. He was a bit 
hard on her, in the arguments that invariably ensued over the 
matter. He did not realize at the time that she herself was 
under pressure from her priests and Church, every time she 
went to confession, or saw her priests. They never let up on 
her. Now he sees why she always came back from her Church 
feeling upset, for she was constantly reminded that she was 
married to a heretic. In fact, if she had listened to all that 
was told her, she would have taken the children and gone 
back to her parents. How often John had insisted that they 
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were married to each other—and not to any Church. Her Ro¬ 
man Church had often reminded Mary that it would be pos¬ 
sible to get an annulment, or a separation, or even to benefit 
from what her Church called: “The Pauline Privilege.” All 
that would be necessary in the latter case would be to show that 
John was a danger to the Roman Catholic faith of herself and 
the children. John now realizes that Mary’s God-given Free¬ 
dom of Religion was always very much curtailed by her Roman 
Church. To his way of thinking, and in the opinion of those 
with whom he talked over his problem from time to time, it 
was thoroughly un-American to bring unseen pressures upon 
anyone and restrict their greatest of all Freedoms. John him¬ 
self particularly resented the fact that the affections of his 
wife and children and the unity of his marriage were continu¬ 
ally held over his head, as weapons by Mary’s Church. He had 
thought, at one time, that the Roman Church also believed in 
the teaching of Christ, that: “What therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put asunder.” (Matt. 19, v.6) Now 
John knows that the Roman Catholic Church finds many 
ways of breaking up a marriage, if it suits her ends. 


WHAT ROME REALLY TEACHES 

Someone gave John a copy of a Roman document, entitled: 
The Syllabus of Errors. Nothing was said about this when 
he took a course of indoctrination in the Roman Catholic 
religion, before he married Mary. If he had known of the 
exaggerated claims of the Roman Papacy, the whole picture 
might have been different. In this document: ‘The Syllabus 
of Errors,’ published in the year 1864 A. D. by Pope Pius 
IX, who in 1870 had himself and all Popes before and after 
him declared: ‘Infallible,’ the Roman Church taught that: 

No man is free to embrace and profess the religion he shall 
believe true guided by the light of reason. 

No man may in any religion find the way of eternal salva¬ 
tion and obtain eternal salvation. 
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No man may entertain at least a well-founded hope for the 
eternal salvation of all those who are in no manner in the 
true Church of Christ (Here the true Church of Christ refers 
to the Roman Catholic Church alone. Ed.) 

The (Roman Catholic) Church has the power of defining 
dogmatically that the religion of the (Roman) Catholic 
Church is the only true religion. 

The (Roman Catholic) Church has the power of availing 
herself of force, or any direct or indirect temporal power. 

The (Roman Catholic) Church ought not to be separated 
from the State, and the State from the Church. 

John remembers the day one of his daughters came home 
from parochial school and told him that outside of the Ro¬ 
man Catholic Church there was no salvation—that she had 
been taught this in school: that Protestants were heretics. He 
remembers the scene that ensued, between him and his wife, 
Mary, when he objected to his children being taught openly 
such doctrines of intolerance. That was practically the straw 
that broke the camel’s back. 

INTIMACIES OF MARRIED LTFE 

Another bone of contention between John and his wife, 
over the years, was the interference of the Roman Church 
and priests in the love-life of himself and Mary. He did not 
see how any Church had the right to invade their privacy— 
their most intimate married life. Yet Mary was continually 
quoting what her Church taught, and what the priest told 
her in confession. John resented what he called ‘Carrying 
tales’ and it bred a sort of mistrust of Mary, in his heart— 
something that was a great obstacle to married bliss. Even 
their bedroom was not sacrosanct from the prying eyes of 
Mary’s Church, and priests. 

John remembers how, when Mary was ill, and had to go 
to hospital, the priest practically took charge of the case, and 
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laid down what could or could not be done by the doctor and 
surgeon. John was not even consulted, or his rights as a 
husband respected, and he had keenly resented this at the 
time—it was all so dogmatic. The doctor and surgeon were 
practically afraid to open their mouths, lest they get in trouble 
with the Roman Church. 

PROTESTANT HERITAGE BETRAYED 

All in all, looking back over the years, John realizes that 
by signing the guarantees, in the first place—something that 
was forced upon him by the Roman Church—he automatically 
betrayed his Protestant heritage—the ‘Faith of his Fathers.’ 
True, the love and affection of his prospective bride was held 
over his head, as a weapon, and being very much in love with 
her, he was ready to do or sign anything ,to win her. How¬ 
ever, as an American, as the years passed, he resented more 
and more love and affection—something sacred in his eyes— 
being used as a weapon. It was obvious that the end justified 
the means, in the eyes of Mary’s Church. John, by signing the 
prenuptial guarantees, and by his subsequent actions, was 
forced to act as if he also believed that the Roman Church 
was the only one that had a right to exist, and that all other 
Churches were heretical, etc. He had been forced to place his 
Protestant belief in Christ as his personal Saviour and Re¬ 
deemer, and Guide, into the background, and rely on one 
particular man-made system of religion. This was serious, 
especially where the eternal salvation of his children was 
concerned. He should not have capitulated. Not one single 
concession was made to him or his Protestant beliefs. All in 
all, John is thankful that things did not turn out worse than 
they did. His quiet influence over his children, and their 
devotion to him, prevailed. They always admired his fine 
American spirit, and his loyalty to the basic principles of 
American democracy, and American Freedoms. He never lost 
an opportunity of instilling those into his children, at every 
opportunity, and this saved the situation. John knew that the 
basic principles of American Democracy are based on Pro- 
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testant and scriptural teachings of the dignity of man as a 
creature of God, endowed by Him with certain inalienable 
rights; that even the Ten Commandments protected those 
rights. Christ Himself drew men to Him by His Love—not 
by force and hidden pressures. Napoleon is reputed to have 
stated, at the height of his power, that:‘Christ founded His 
Kingdom on love: I founded mine on force: His will remain, 
while mine will perish.’ History records the truth of his 
words. 

John, in a reflective mood, made a quick survey of events 
in the international field, in recent years—since World War 
II. Be ing quite a student of modern history, he had amassed 
some very salient facts. He recalled the terrible inroads made 
by Communism, especially in Europe, and that it had been 
the Roman Catholic nations there that had capitulated to 
Communism: that the Protestant and democratic ones were, 
on the other hand, a bulwark against Communism: that 
American Democracy was still the hope of the world—of 
the free world. After doing some serious reading, John came 
across words of Marx and Engels, the architects of Com¬ 
munism, and Lenin, to the effect that they hated Christianity 
and Christians. He was aware that they, like Khrushchev, re¬ 
alized deep in their hearts, the fear that the spiritual would 
ultimately triumph over the material. They were right, for 
Christianity as Christ taught it—not as many have distorted 
it—is the only bulwark against the inroads of Communism. 
Khrushchev once boasted that he would bury us. This he can 
do only if wc freely permit him. 

BURIAL 

Speaking of burial, John and Mary recently talked over 
the question of making provision for their burial, when the 
time comes. Mary insisted her Church demanded that she be 
buried in a Roman Catholic cemetery, John reminded Mary 
of a case he had once heard about, that happened in the 
Southern States, in a sparsely populated area where there 
were few cemeteries. A Roman Catholic bishop had made 
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some sort of a concession, under the circumstances. He de¬ 
creed that a husband and wife of a mixed marriage—Pro¬ 
testant and Roman Catholic—could be buried together in the 
same grave—providing that there was a concrete slab placed 
between them I 

VALIDITY OF PRE-NUPTIAL AGREEMENT 

There is probably no field where the Roman Church 
engenders more strife and bitterness—than in the area of 
matrimony between a Protestant and a Roman Catholic. She 
herself acknowledges that in the long run, more harm than 
good is done by insisting on the signing of one-sided, forceful 
Pre-Nuptial Promises. There are those among her hierarchy 
who advocate banning of all mixed marriages. 

The enforcement of an agreement made in writing while 
both parties were ‘hopelessly in love’ and accompanied by 
threats to break up the proposed marriage or excommunicate 
the Roman Catholic party, is questionable. How valid is any 
agreement made under grave duress? Nor have our American 
Courts dared to sustain the (alleged) validity of Pre-Nuptial 
Promises, where the Protestant party is forced to agree to 
have all children of the marriage baptized in the Roman 
Catholic Church, and educated in its Parochial School system. 
The American Courts have always maintained the right of 
either party to change their views on religion and to ‘Let 
conscience be their guide.’ Nor have serious attempts succeeded 
in forcing the surviving Protestant party of a mixed marriage 
to bring up the children in a (Roman Catholic) religion in 
which he or she does not believe, and even abhors. Such 
efforts on the part of Roman Catholic authorities have been 
held to be a direct violation of the American Constitution and 
Bill of Rights and Freedom of Religion. Americans are being 
given here an opportunity to see how little their God-given 
freedoms and rights would be respected if Rome had the 
upper hand. To such people the lesson of Columbia, Spain 
and other Roman Catholic countries are driven home more 
emphatically. 
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In the pilgrimage of life man learns much from experience, 
and acts accordingly. To waylay him and force him to take a 
direction that he knows is wrong is to rob him of the power of 
exercising his God-given intelligence and free-will—his highest 
faculties. 


Chaper XXIII 

Whither Goest Thou, America? 

The United States of America has entered a new phase— 
the most critical and eventful one in her history. We are at a 
crossroads, and a point of no return. Every citizen will be 
affected personally, and his family. No true American, there¬ 
fore, can afford to be indifferent. Events are swiftly taking 
place: they cannot be altered afterwards: 

“The moving finger writes and having writ, 

Moves on, nor all your Piety nor wit 
Can lure it back to cancel half a line 
Nor all your tears wash out a Word of it.” 

(Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam) 

We must not be oblivious to what has gone before. Like 
good mariners on the sea of life, we should fix our position 
and chart our course accordingly. Where the Ship of State is 
concerned, eternal vigilance is the price of liberty. 

RTSE OF DICTATORS 

In the years preceding World War II, curious phenomena 
were observed—the rise of Corporate and Fascist States, fol¬ 
lowing a veritable blueprint laid down by the Roman Papacy. 
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All over Europe arose a crop of dictators, and would-be dic¬ 
tators, each with the blessing of Rome. A list of these helps 
to refresh our memories: 


Italy . Mussolini 

—A Roman Catholic Head of State 

Austria .Seipal, later Dollfus 

—A Roman Catholic Head of State 

Slovakia . Tiso 

—A Roman Catholic Head of State 

Germany . Hitler 

—A Roman Catholic Head of State 

Spain . Franco 

—A Roman Catholic Head of State 

Portugal . Salazar 

—A Roman Catholic Head of State 


It must be noted that two of these Heads of State were 
members of the Roman Catholic hierarchy — Monsignor 
Seipal in Austria and Monsignor Tiso in Slovakia. The latter 
was hung as a war criminal after World War II. The Treaty 
and Concordat—the closest form of diplomatic agreement— 
made by the Pope with Mussolini in 1929, and the Concordat 
made with Hitler in 1933, gave tremendous impetus to the 
Fascist and Nazi movements. Hitler openly acknowledged 
that he could not have come to power without the aid of the 
Papacy. Thus, if we pause and reflect for a moment, we must 
realize that if the Pope had not backed the dictators, millions 
of people would never have become the slaves of dictators 
and would have maintained their God-given freedoms. And 
freedoms, once lost, are hard to regain, as World War II 
and post-war events have shown. It was the dictators who 
plunged the world into the most devastating war it has ever 
seen. 

CAPITULATION TO COMMUNISM 

After the holocaust of World War II, and the crushing 
of the dictators by the free and democratic nations, at a 
ghastly cost, more phenomena took place. Nation after nation 
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in Europe capitulated to Communism — Poland, Hungary, 
Slovakia, etc. The Roman Catholic nations capitulated,— not 
the Protestant and democratic ones. Nor is it less startling 
to remember that the Roman Catholic clergy and hierarchy, 
in each of the countries gone over to Communism, have now 
taken oaths of allegiance to the Communist State. This has 
taken the backbone out of the people. In addition, the Ro¬ 
man Catholic hierarchy in each country has signed diplomatic 
agreements with the Communist States, and these agreements 
have been ratified by the Pope. I have used the word ‘Capit¬ 
ulated,’ above, advisedly, since it is a matter of record that 
the people were forced to follow the teaching and example of 
their spiritual leaders. To disobey would have been sinful, 
according to the teachings of their church. One flagrant ex¬ 
ample is that of the head of the Roman Catholic hierarchy in 
Poland, Cardinal Wyszynski. Time, May 20, 1957, referred 
to him as: “The man in Machiavelli street is a cardinal who 
cooperates with a Communist leader in a Communist country, 
a primate who stumped his nation last winter for votes for a 
straight Communist ticket . . Time went on to remark that: 
“It is a strange coexistence between the cross and the ham- 
mer-and-sickle.” 

Undoubtedly, the transition from one form of totalitarian¬ 
ism, whether it be in Church or State, to another form of to¬ 
talitarianism, is easy. Once the leaders are ‘Converted’ the 
people are disciplined and trained to follow like sheep, under 
penalty of sin, as far as Rome is concerned. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC HEADS OF STATE SINCE 
WORLD WAR II 

A further look at contemporary records reveals more phe¬ 
nomena—a very distinct pattern of events that again cause 
us to pause and reflect, with grave concern. The Vatican, by 
sheer intrigue and power politics, working through Roman 
Catholic groups; Roman Catholic political parties; and 
through the Roman Catholic clergy and hierarchy in each 
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country concerned, has succeded in filling the key-position in 
many countries in Europe, America and elsewhere, with rep¬ 
resentatives of the Vatican-controlled International Christian 
Democrats—a name that is very deceiving. A list of present 
day Roman Catholic Heads of State in Europe confronts us: 

Portugal has a Roman Catholic Head of State 

Spain has a Roman Catholic Head of State 

France has a Roman Catholic Head of State 

West Germany has a Roman Catholic Head of State 

Belgium has a Roman Catholic Head of State (King) 

Austria has a Roman Catholic Head of State 

Italy has a Roman Catholic Head of State 

Now the United States of America has a Roman Catholic 
Head of State, also. 

VATICAN TRIUMPH IN U.S.A . 

The fact that the United States of America has now a 
Roman Catholic Head of State gives the Vatican and Papacy 
her greatest diplomatic triumph in modern times. Also, in 
the Americas, all, or practically all the Heads of State, are 
Roman Catholic. Even a brief study of the internal situation 
in each of the countries listed above shows that not one single 
Roman Catholic Head of State came to power without the 
backing of Roman Catholic political parties, groups, clergy 
and Roman hierarchy of the countries concerned. Thus they 
are under grave obligation to follow the “Party-line”—they 
are compromised. 

The long list of Roman Catholic Heads of State conse¬ 
quently did not just ‘Happen,’ by chance. Nor it is just by 
chance that there is not among them a Presbyterian, Baptist, 
Lutheran, or member of some other Protestant denomination. 
Protestants are very handicapped, even if they wanted to 
make a bid for power. They do not have a Pope behind them, 
one who claims to be both a spiritual leader and a temporal 
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ruler: they do not have the advantage of a foreign Diplo¬ 
matic Corps, with representatives accredited to many nations: 
nor do they have Protestant political parties and groups or¬ 
ganized in every city and town, under the local direction of 
the clergy and hierarchy of the particular area, all geared up 
to a vast international plan, under the immediate direction 
of a foreign potentate and head — the Pope. The basic 
Protestant concept of Christianity is that of a spiritual 
force—not a temporal and political power. They believe that 
right-thinking men will act rightly, in accordance with the 
laws of God and men. Protestants also believe in the absolute 
separation of Church and State, especially in the United 
States of America, where men of all creeds are united under 
one flag. In short, for Protestants, to organize on the lines 
of the Papacy of Rome would not be Protestantism, but 
rather Roman Catholicism. 

HOW VATICAN OPERATES 

To aid her in her objectives, the Vatican first builds a vast 
network of Roman Catholic ‘Fronts’ or organizations all 
geared up to one central purpose—the achievement of her 
long-term aims, and, if possible, the setting up of a Clerical- 
Fascist State, under the rule of the hierarchy. 

In countries where the Vatican has opposition, she first 
segregates her people into a multiplicity of groups: Roman 
Catholic police officials; Roman Catholic labor groups; Ro¬ 
man Catholic Knights of Columbus, or similar groups; and 
other groups touching every avenue of life. When it is re¬ 
called that units of each of these many organizations are 
set up in every city and town of any size, strictly under the 
control of the local Roman hierarchy and clergy, and that the 
hierarchy are under immediate direction and orders of the 
Vatican and Pope, it can be easily seen how she operates with 
ruthless efficiency. Communist tactics of'infiltration often look 
like childsplay, in comparison. Nor have Communists the dis¬ 
tinct advantage of having a vast network of churches and 
educational institutions as bases of operation. In countries like

the United States of America, whose Constitution and Bill 
of Rights strictly upholds the principle of absolute separation 
of Church and State, and Freedom of Religion, any departure 
from these basic principles must, of necessity, lead to serious 
strife and dissension. 

DICTATORS GIVE GRAVE CONCERN TODAY 

How must we view the new list of dictators and potential 
dictators and Roman Catholic Heads of State, set up again, 
by the Vatican, since World War II? What is the trend 
among them: is it towards dictatorship once more, with ine¬ 
vitable termination in another holocaust, World Ward III? 
Many watch the situation with grave concern. Also, will na¬ 
tional and international situations develop in intensity pre¬ 
cipitating nations, willingly or unwillingly, into one camp or 
the other—Fascist-Nazi, or Communist? Will this be the 
breaking point, leading to atomic war? 

CAN DICTATORS BE MODERATE? 

When we scan the long list of Roman Catholic Heads of 
State in Europe, we find that side by side with out-and-out 
dictators, some are moderate. This is no guarantee, when we 
recall that even Hitler started out moderately—and finished 
like a proverbial bull. Today, for example, France and her 
people have, through force of circumstances and Vatican- 
controlled tactics, given De Gaulle tremendous powers, and 
he has not failed to use some of them to the great advantage 
of the Roman Church and her school system in spite of 
protest. 

ROME FAVORS CENTRALIZATION OF 
GOVERNMENT 

In the records of Roman Catholic Heads of State and the 
political parties they spearhead, there is a distinct tendency 
towards concentration of government in the hands of a few, 
which could easily culminate in absolute dictatorship. This 
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conception of government fits in exactly with the pronounce¬ 
ments of the Roman Papacy. A study of Papal Encyclicals 
and statements support this. Sometimes the Vatican succeeds 
in establishing an out-and-out Clerical-Fascist State. Seipal, in 
Austria, before World War II, and Tiso in Slovakia, before 
and during the war, are examples. Both were Roman Catholic 
prelates—members of the hierarchy and Heads of State at 
the same time—and dictators. Tiso was ultimately executed. 

WHAT TERMS OF PAPAL CONCORDATS AND 
TREATIES SHOW 

The Concordat and treaty made with Mussolini in 1929; 
the Concordat with Hitler in 1933; and the Concordat with 
Spain in 1953, are revealing. Article I of the Spanish Con¬ 
cordat states: “The Catholic Apostolic Roman Religion will 
continue to be the sole religion of the Spanish nation . . . ” 
Article XXVII: “The Spanish State guarantees the teaching 
of the Catholic religion as a regular and compulsory subject 
in all educational institutions, whether state-controlled or not, 
and whatever level or purpose.” 

DANGER OF WELFARE AND SOCIALISTIC STATE 

In the United States of America there has been a tendency, 
of late years, toward Welfare and Socialistic doctrines and 
legislation. Those who offer the people most have been 
elected to office. There has been an increase in centralized 
power in Washington, D.C. Obviously, the more power con¬ 
centrated in the Federal Government the less power is left 
to the individual States of the Union. This also means mass 
control of people and inevitable diminishing of the responsi¬ 
bilities not only of individual States, but of individuals them¬ 
selves. Wars and rumors of wars have all played their part 
in encouraging these disturbing tendencies. Thoughtful Amer¬ 
ican men and women are now asking: “Where will it all end?” 
Marx and Engels, the architects of Communism, stated that 
society must follow an inevitable course of development— 
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from Capitalism to Socialism; and from Socialism to Com¬ 
munism—a warning to us. 

The strength of America has resided in its rugged, pioneer 
spirit, and its individualism, with the family as the cradle of 
the nation. This is America at her best. 

COMMUNISM IN THE AMERICAS 

Recently we have seen a Roman Catholic Country in the 
Americas—Cuba—with a Roman Catholic Head of State, 
capitulate, overnight, to the most potent form of Communism, 
in line with Khrushchev, an avowed atheist. Is this the first 
of a pattern to be carried out by other Roman Catholic Heads 
of State in America? Already there are grave signs of inci¬ 
pient revolt and unrest in other parts of this continent. 
Khrushchev’s unhealthy interest in our neighbors foretells 
trouble ahead. 

The dictation of the Roman hierarchy in Puerto Rico as to 
how the people must vote, under penalty of committing sin; 
and the recent expulsion of the Roman Archbishop of Haiti 
by the Government there, on account of alleged Communist 
support, cause concern. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC THEOLOGY VERSUS 
PROTESTANT 

Many overlook the great differences between Roman and 
Protestant theology: what is right and what is wrong: the 
binding force of oaths: criteria of conscience: and in acts that 
seriously involve the State and the obligation to pay taxes. 

Rome teaches that all oaths taken by Roman Catholics, and 
especially by public officials, are not binding if there is any¬ 
thing in them directly or indirectly against the interests of 
the Roman Papacy, or Roman Canon Law. Not long ago 
Americans were astounded at a Decree issued by the Pope, 
and directed to Roman Catholic Judges and public officials 
in the United States of America, to the effect that whenever 
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there was a conflict between American law and Roman Canon 
Law (and there are many) the official who is a Roman Cath¬ 
olic is obliged in conscience in every case to observe Roman 
Canon Law. Yet all these public officials had taken oaths of 
office, obligating them to the Constitution and laws of the 
United States and to their States. Protestant Americans were 
deeply concerned, for they have been taught that no man can 
serve two masters . . . Their responsibility is directly to God 
and Country, and those who elected them: no man has the 
right to make their conscience for them. 

In the field of taxation, and the obligation to pay lawfully 
exacted taxes to the State and Federal Government, there is 
again a vast difference between the Roman Catholic and Pro¬ 
testant approach. Speaking on the question of evasion of 
taxes, a Roman Catholic theologian whose writings bear the 
seal of approval of the hierarchy (H. Davis, S. J. Moral and 
Pastoral Theology, Vo. II, pp. 38-9) has this to say: ‘In 
most States nowadays, ... it is questionable whether this 
obligation (to pay taxes) is more than penal ... It appears 
unreasonable to expect good citizens, who certainly are in the 
minority, to be obliged in conscience to pay taxes, whereas so 
many others openly repudiate the moral obligation, if there 
is one. It seems unjust that good people should feel an obliga¬ 
tion to be mulcted and to pay readily, in order to balance 
the evasions of so many ...” Such doctrines, openly taught, 
astound Protestants, to say the least. 

After World War II the Italian Government had a hard 
time collecting taxes, even from the wealthy. The aid of the 
Pope was solicited, in the dilemma. A Roman theologian 
replied that it would give an advantage to dishonest citizens, 
to the detriment of honest ones, if they were to impose upon 
Roman Catholics the obligation of satisfying the tax author¬ 
ities 1 

PAPAL SYLLABUS OF ERRORS 

Perhaps no Papal document gives us a clearer insight into 
the real aims of the Papacy than the “Syllabus of Errors.” 
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Every Roman Catholic must agree to its teachings. The 
“Syllabus” was promulgated in the year 1864, at the height 
of the American Civil War, by Pope Pius IX. Six years later 
he had himself, and all Popes, declared “Infallible.” The sub¬ 
stance of this document is taught in every Roman Catholic 
Church, parochial school, college and university. No Roman 
Catholic could deny its teachings without committing sin and 
being suspected of heresy. It consists of eighty Condemned 
Propositions. Therefore no Roman Catholic can subscribe 
to the following: 

“Every man is free to embrace and profess the religion 
he shall believe true, guided by the light of reason.” (No. 15) 

“Men may in any religion find the way of eternal salvation 
and obtain eternal salvation.” (No. 16) 

“We may entertain at least a wellfounded hope for the 
eternal salvation of all those who are in no manner in the 
true Church of Christ.” (This refers to the Roman Catholic 
Church alone. Ed.) (No. 17) 

“The Church (Roman Catholic alone) has not the power 

of defining dogmatically that the religion of the (Roman) 
Catholic Church is the only true religion.” (No. 21) 

“The (Roman Catholic) Church has not the power of avail¬ 
ing herself of force, or any direct or indirect temporal pow¬ 
er.” (No .24) 

“The Church ought to be separated from the State, and 

the State from the Church.” (No. 55) 

Obviously, Protestant and other religions are not left a 
crumb from under the table. Lest there be doubt, the follow¬ 
ing condemned Proposition settles it: 

“Whence it has been wisely provided by law, in some coun¬ 
tries called (Roman) Catholic, that persons coming to reside 
therein shall enjoy the public exercise of their own worship.” 

(No. 78) 
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No Roman Catholic can accept any of the above Proposi¬ 
tions, in spite of the fact that they are the cornerstones of 
American Democracy. 

In addition there are various Propositions denying the 
right of the State to maintain schools and other educational 
institutions that are divorced from all ecclesiastical (namely, 
Roman Catholic Church) authority. 

TIME FOR INDIFFERENCE IS OVER 

Entering a new phase in our history, every American must 
stand to be counted. Teamwork will be necessary to preserve 
the ideals and freedoms won for us by our Founding Fathers. 
Ignorance and doubts about the situation must be resolved 
by study and reflection. If we do not stand together, we may 
fall together. A man once wrote a book entitled: “The Last 
American.” No one wants to be among the “Last Americans.” 
The pattern of events must be watched. Words alone will 
not settle problems—it takes deeds. 

EXERCISE OF FRANCHISE 

Many Americans never take the trouble even to vote, yet 
we have more Freedoms to protect than any other Nation. 
In 1958 95.48% of the Australian voters cast their vote: 
88.2% of the West Germans: and in the 1956 elections only 
60.4% of the American voters went to the polls—the lowest 
record of many nations. “All the world's a stage, and all the 
men and women merely players,” according to Shakespeare. 
The fact is that we are players, none the less: we are the 
creators of history—we actually make it. 
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Chapter XXIV 
Divided Loyalties 

American Roman Catholics are clearly torn between two 
loyalties—loyalty to American ideas and loyalty to the laws 
of the Papacy. Christ clearly taught that no man can serve 
two masters. 

Roman Catholics are taught that when there is a conflict 
between Roman Canon Law, and American Law, they are to 
obey Roman Canon Law—imposed by a foreign State. 

In the field of matrimony, for example, where a Protestant 
or Jew is married to a Roman Catholic, before a Judge or 
Protestant Minister or Rabbi, Roman Canon Law classifies 
them as living in fornication or adultery, and refuses to recog¬ 
nize the verdict of American Courts—that the parties are 
married according to the laws of the land. 

If the children of Roman Catholic marriages, or mixed mar¬ 
riages (one partner a Roman Catholic) are sent to American 
Public Schools, the Roman Catholic party incurs excommuni¬ 
cation—consigned to Hell for all eternity. Yet American 
public schools are for the children of all Americans, irrespec¬ 
tive of race or religion. Such parents are good Americans, 
if they see that their children are taught to mix with others 
irrespective of race or religion. Americans praise such parents: 
Rome curses them. Americans Roman Catholics are guar¬ 
anteed Freedom of Religion, by our Constitution and Bill of 
Rights, like other Americans. Yet if they exercise this free¬ 
dom, by reading or hearing what Protestant Churches have 
to say, and what their claims are, so as to understand them 
better and see their viewpoint, they are excommunicated and 
consigned to Hell for all Eternity. If they venture into a 
Protestant Church, even just during the singing of a hymn, 
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they suffer the same penalty. During election times, often 
Roman Catholics are told how to vote—even from the Pulpit. 
If they exercise their franchise and vote instead according to 
their own ideas and conscience, they are told that they have 
committed sin. 

There are numerous other ways Roman Catholics are un¬ 
fairly torn between two loyalties — just how free (in the 
American sense of the world) are they? Free just to do 
Rome’s bidding is the answer. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC PUBLIC OFFICIALS— 

AND LOYALTY 

Like Alfred E. Smith, former Roman Catholic Governor 
of New York, all Roman Catholic officials are torn between 
two loyalties—to their Church or to the State. A1 Smith, like 
a good American, made it clear which of the two loyalties 
he would choose, if it came to a showdown: many others do 
not. His famous ‘Credo’—what he believed—was classed as 
heresy by Roman theologians, and the priest-professor who 
wrote it for him was ever afterwards suspected of heresy. Yet 
the Vatican kept very quiet on the matter, since she achieved 
her ends—the flagrant deception of the American people. 

Time upon time many sincere Roman Catholic people hold¬ 
ing official positions at local, State or Federal level, arc torn 
between two loyalties. Sometimes they solve the problem by 
running to the local parish priest. The interests of Rome must 
always be served first. 

OATH OF OFFICE 

Oaths of all Roman Catholic public officials are condi¬ 
tioned automatically by the Vatican. The official is taught 
that the oath does not bind in conscience if there is anything 
in it that is considered by Rome to be directly or indirectly 
against her interests. That is why, for example, that so many 
public officials could sign up and become members of the 
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so-called Christian Front, in New York and elsewhere, even 
though its aims were the overthrow of the government of the 
United States of America, according to the public statement 
made to the press by Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, of the F.B.I., 
and also according to the words of the indictment issued 
against the leaders of the Christian Front in 1940. 


Chapter XXV 

Church Support (Financial) 

Our American Churches have always been supported by 
voluntary contributions — with one exception: the Roman 
Catholic Church forces her people to contribute, under pe¬ 
nalty of grave sin, just as she forces compulsory attendance 
at Church and Parochial schools. 

Freedom of Religion demands that all Americans are free 
to attend Churches of their choice, and to contribute—or not 
contribute to their support. Such Freedoms are guaranteed by 
our American Constitution and Bill of Rights. 

When any Church (especially the most wealthy of them 
all) seeks to be supported by State and Federal tax-received 
money, it is time for all Americans to sit up and take notice. 

Frankly, it is a slur on the Roman Catholic Church and 
her whole system of operation, to claim that even by threaten¬ 
ing her people, she cannot suport herself and must seek State 
and Federal aid. (Yet she spends nearly two billion dollars of 
her own money annually, on building, here in the U.S.A.) 
In doing so she is also asking the State and Federal Govern¬ 
ments to do something unAmerican and dishonest: she insists 
they hand over to her (just one of several hundred American 
Church groups) money collected by taxation from all the 
people, impartially, irrespective of race or creed. The hier¬ 
archy and Vatican want tax money channelled into their 
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private coffers—tax money that was collected by State and 
Federal Governments on the understanding that it was to be 
distributed for the common good—impartially. For the State 
or Federal Government to do so is to perpetrate a fraud on 
the American people. Is it not the part of a Church to teach 
morality—not to debase it? 


WEALTH OF VATICAN IN THE U.S.A . 

The immense wealth of the Vatican in the U.S.A. is now 
measured not by the millions, but the billions. Just as in 
Roman Catholic countries like Spain and Italy where the 
Papacy owns and controls great corporations and industries, 
the Vatican has built up in America a vast network of highly- 
profitable business enterprises and industries that are netting 
her countless millions annually. The manufacture of wines 
and liquors; apartment houses; office buildings; speculations 
on a vast scale in land and commercial property; to say noth¬ 
ing of considerable operations on Wall Street, have all added 
to the fabulous wealth of Rome right here in the U.S.A. In 
numerous cases the unjust claims of Rome for tax-exemption 
for so-called Church-related enterprises that were nothing 
more than out-and-out commercial ventures, competing with 
American business men who had to pay taxes, brought to 
light in our American Courts astounding figures of the con¬ 
cealed wealth of the Roman Catholic Church. In some cases 
the Courts ordered that millions of dollars obtained (by false 
pretenses) by claiming tax-exemption, be returned to the 
American people. Here is a classic example of a Church 
having to be taught some of the basic principles of morality 
by the State—and gently reminded that there are such things, 
revered by the majority of the nation, as the Ten Command¬ 
ments. 

Many Americans are now asking themselves: Is the Roman 
Catholic Church—a political organization? 

—a great commercial enterprise? 

—or a Church? 
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It seems certainly invested with a triple crown. 

It has been reliably estimated that the expenditures for 
building by the Roman Catholic Church in America (U.S.A. 
alone) approaches two billion dollars annually—and it was 
not too long ago that only two million dollars would have 
seemed a vast enterprise for her to undertake in any one year. 
Times have changed. She now talks in billions. 

In the nation’s Capitol the Papacy owns over 87,500,000 
dollars worth of property that is tax-exempt. It would take an 
army of tax experts and accountants to uncover the value of 
the rest of her property—the part that is not tax-exempt. 

The time may yet come when the Papacy, instead of being 
on the receiving end, may be able to help the U.S.A. out of 
financial embarassament. 

In the face of such facts many Americans are astounded 
at the greed of the Papacy for more American money, through 
local, State and Federal grants, subsidies and tax-exemptions 
—in complete disregard of our American Constitution. 

PAPACY, POVERTY AND RELIGION 

The terrible poverty existing in all Roman Catholic coun¬ 
tries—something that seems to go hand-in-hand with their 
religion—is a tremendous contrast with the wealth of the Ro¬ 
man Church. Great poverty exists in Italy itself, the home of 
the Papacy, and especially in Southern Italy, as visitors will 
testify. Portugal has today the lowest standard of living in 
all Europe—and the highest rate of illiteracy. Nearly half 
the people cannot read or write. Spain is impoverished. Just 
what have Roman Catholic schools and education and Church 
itself, done for the people of the above-mentioned lands? 
Surely these suffering people, as creatures of God deserve 
something better. Is there no hope for them? Must they one 
day choose the terrible alternative — Communism? Ground 
down with poverty, they might even relish the crumbs from 
the Communist tables. Surely their despairing cry: “How 
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long, O Lord, how long?” must not always fall on deaf ears? 
It is acknowledged that less than ten percent of the people 
of Rome attend Church—and probably the figures are less 
for all Italy. Many ask: Just how much has the Roman 
Church done for her own Italian people over the long cen¬ 
turies? 

ROME SEEKS U.S. GOVERNMENT SUPPORT 

In spite of her wealth, the Papacy is fighting still harder 
to obtain countless millions of grants and public tax-money 
from the Government, and she has stepped up her requests 
to an unprecedented extent ever since a Roman Catholic be¬ 
came President of the United States of America. The wall 
of separation between Church and State, and other principles 
of our American Constitutional documents mean nothing to 
Rome—she ignores them. However, there are many indica¬ 
tions that there are rumblings among our American people, 
and already they have put down their foot in a number of 
instances. Some organizations have taken very definite steps 
to prevent further encroachments on the rights of the Amer¬ 
ican people, and to preserve the Freedom of Religion guar¬ 
anteed by our Constitution and Bill of Rights. Time will show 
their effectiveness. 

CONTRIBUTION SOUGHT FROM EVERYBODY 

Roman Catholic people themselves are being squeezed for 
every penny—for much they can ill-afford in these days of 
high cost of living. Their ‘contributions’ are exacted from 
them under penalty of mortal sin—which ultimately means 
eternal damnation, if they don’t come across. 

Money for Roman Catholic projects are solicited from 
Americans of all creeds—Protestants and Jews. Often, in 
Communities, pressures are brought upon local industries 
and tradesmen, especially. The fact is made plain to them that 
if they do not contribute, they will lose Roman Catholic 
customers and be classed as bigots. Word is passed around by 
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the local Roman clergy. Local politicians are reminded of 
Roman Catholic votes—that can be withdrawn from them by 
one word from the clergy. Any reluctance or opposition to 
Rome Catholic aims meets with the most vicious, and often 
most unprincipled opposition of the Clergy and people acting 
under them. Epithets of bigotry and intolerance; of being 
Leftists or Communist suspects, are hurled. Just who are the 
intolerant ones; the bigots; and the blackmailers? 

To judge by the grasping, greed of Rome, one would think 
that Christ said: ‘upon this Rock-of gold I will build my 
Church’; instead of upon this Rock of Faith? 

Some leading American Corporations and Foundations have 
given immense funds to the Roman Catholic Church and 
Jesuits. 


PUBLIC FUNDS AND FREEDOM OF RELIGION 

Another very serious angle for all Americans to consider 
is the fact that when one particular church—the Roman 
Catholic Church—obtains local, State or Federal funds, either 
directly or indirectly under the numerous subterfuges she 
adopts, not only is the American Constitution and Bill of 
Rights violated but a grave injustice is being perpetrated on 
the people as a whole. Money collected from the American 
people by taxation is used by their duly-elected representa¬ 
tives to support the Roman Catholic Church and her activi¬ 
ties—a Church in which the vast majority of American peo¬ 
ple do not believe. Thus their Freedom of Religion is taken 
away. Finally, also, the particular Church of their choice, 
whatever it may be — Lutheran, Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Baptist etc.—suffers indirectly: their members have to pay to 
support two Churches: 

1) The Church of their choice 

2) The Roman Catholic Church, in which they do not 
believe. 
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AMERICAN PROTESTANTS ARE BEING 
PENALIZED AND PERSECUTED 

Since Protestants are supporting two churches, one volun¬ 
tarily, and one involuntarily by taxation, obviously they can¬ 
not contribute as much as they would like to contribute, to 
the church of their choice: they must pay their taxes or go 
to prison. The Early Pilgrims who came to America to get 
away from just such a situation, and persecution, and great 
leaders in the fight for Freedom of Religion and Separation 
of Church and State in America — men of the caliber of 
Jefferson and Roger Williams—must turn in their graves. 
We are setting back the clock, in the second half of the 
twentieth century, instead of forward. If the Vatican—that 
vast politico-religious monolith—has her way, in the fore¬ 
seeable future, people may yet leave the shores of the United 
States of America to get away from further persecution of 
religion, and from being forced, through taxation, to suppo r t 
the Roman Catholic Church—a Church in which they do not 
believe—or go to prison. 


Chaper XXVI 
Secularism 

One of the most deceptive tricks of Roman Catholic propa¬ 
ganda in the U.S.A. today is to accuse those who want to 
preserve our American principle of Separation of Church and 
State (guaranteed by the Constitution and Bill of Rights), 
as advocates of secularism. 

To keep Church and State separate is to preserve our 
cherished American Freedom of Religion, and to engender 
spiritual vitality among our Churches and people, of whatever 
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denomination. This is essential in a vast nation composed of 
men of all religious faiths. 

History records that the more involved Churches become 
with the State, the more one debases the other—moral stand¬ 
ards in all fields are lowered, as the fight for control and 
power becomes more intense. Again, the interests of minority 
church groups are ignored as the more powerful contestants 
lock in mortal combat. Nor must it ever be forgotten that 
history records also that most of the strife, massacres and 
wars in Europe, over the centuries, have been caused by 
religious strife and involvement between Church and State. 

Our Founding Fathers knew the record, and they deter¬ 
mined once and for all time, to forestall trouble by guar¬ 
anteeing, in our Constitution and Bill of Rights, complere 
separation between Church and State—There shall be a wall 
of separation between Church and State—Jefferson. 


Chaper XXVII 

Roman Catholic "Padded" Statistics 

All kinds of exaggerated claims are made regarding the 
number of Roman Catholic people in the United States of 
America. The “statistics” would not stand close scrutiny. 
Much the same procedure is used as that when Roman Cath¬ 
olic votes are counted—“Throw them all into the pot—even 
the dead ones.” In any case, all baptized people can be 
counted, for Rome claims jurisdiction over them. This would 
therefore include Northern and Southern Baptists, about 
whose valid baptism there was left little room for doubt; 
staunch Lutherans; Episcopalians of different ‘shades’; As¬ 
sembly of God; good old-fashioned Methodists, of course: 
to say nothing of rugged Presbyterians—Especially Scotch 
ones: and we must not leave out some Holy Rollers to put

life into things. I am reminded here of a good old Irish stew 
—including the overalls. However, it is one thing to make a 
stew: it is another thing to get people to eat it. So a little 
analysis will not be out of place. 


ROME’S LOSS OF ADHERENTS IS TREMENDOUS 

Statistics show that more than four million American Ro¬ 
man Catholics joined Protestant Churches in the period 1944- 
1954. This does not take into account the millions who have 
left the Roman Church and have never formally joined any 
other Church. My long experience among Roman Catholics 
bears out the fact that the majority of those who leave Rome 
are in this category. So I dare say that in the above ten-year 
period, nearly ten million Roman Catholics left their Church. 
This would make approximately one million annually—a 
figure in keeping with statement made ‘sub rosa’ by leaders 
of Roman Catholicism. Divorces, mixed-marriages; sheer dis¬ 
gust and disillusionment, and the startling capitulation to 
Communism, by Roman Catholic Countries, have swelled 
the figures. How many Roman Catholics will the Vatican 
write off, in Cuba? Again, the question presents itself: How 
much hold, spiritually, has the Roman hierarchy and Papacy 
on their subjects? Mere external conformity can be very 
deceiving. In the last few years—since World War II—many 
Countries in Europe were classed as Roman Catholic Coun¬ 
tries: now they are Communist Countries. Only a year or two 
ago Cuba was classed as a Roman Catholic State: now it is 
out-and-out Communist. In Europe alone there are over 
sixty-three million Roman Catholics behind the Iron Curtain 
—and these figures are continually being increased, like a 
long-term investment. Have they been written off as ‘Depre¬ 
ciation’ ? 

HOW MANY STAND TO BE COUNTED? 

Roman Catholic Bishops and Pastors have often stated 
that only ten percent of their adherents actually attend their 
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Church. Incidentally, this is about the same proportion even 
in Roman Catholic countries. This means that at least ninety 
out of every hundred are only Roman Catholic in name. 

Even if we were to believe the exaggerated figure of thirty- 
five million Roman Catholics in the U.S.A., ten-percent of 
these would only add up to three-and-on-half millions. Of 
these, many are not in the good graces of their Church on 
account of some marriage problem or other reason, so just 
put in an appearance, now and again. Many years ago I con¬ 
ducted my own survey in an American city—a State Capital 
I obtained “official” figures of the number of Roman Cath¬ 
olics. Then I totalled up the Sunday attendance at all Roman 
Catholic Churches in the area. The proportion was nearer 
five-percent attendance, than ten-percent. 

Americans should realize that the deliberate exaggeration 
of vital statistics, by the Roman Catholic Church, is to her 
advantage. She often misleads statesmen and politicians, 
“cowing” them before her “might”—especially where votes 
are concerned—and favors expected. 

“Ballyhoo” about figures and size is an old American vice. 
If we were to believe everything we hear about the number 
of Communists and Roman Catholics in the U.S.A. we should 
find them everywhere—even under the doormat. 
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Chapter XXVIII 

Wars, Persecutions and Massacres by Rome 

A glance at the pages of history should convince even the 
most naive person that the Roman Catholic branch of Chris¬ 
tianity has been the greatest disturber of peace in Europe— 
and, indeed, elsewhere. She not only has striven for spiritual 
supremacy but her ambitions for wealth and temporal su¬ 
premacy have know no bounds. There has never yet come to 
existence a King, Emperor or Nation that has satisfied her. 

Rome has been ruthless against all those who have exer¬ 
cised their God-given right of Freedom of Religion, or who 
have courageously spoken out against the terrible abuses that 
have been inseparable from her brand of Christianity. The 
Papacy’s murderous persecution of the Waldenses, Lollards, 
Albigenses and many other sects, is too well recorded on the 
pages of history to need repetition here. And the fervor, zeal 
and sincerity of Savonarola ended by burning at the stake— 
done in the name of Jesus Christ. 

A further look at the pages of history, from the time of 
the Reformation onwards, proves that while men generally 
entered a period of enlightenment and reform, Rome receded 
still further into medieval practices. By using ‘Power-politics’ 
with Kings and Emperors, the Papacy was instrumental in 
having nearly one million Protestants killed in one single Post- 
Reformation period of thirty short years—1540 to 1570. 
The massacre of seventy-thousand Huguenots (French Pro¬ 
testants) in one day, (massacre of St. Bartholomew) in 
France followed by two-hundred thousand others within twen¬ 
ty-five years, and the hundreds of thousands of others who 
had to flee the country to escape death, is written indelibly 
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in the Papacy’s historical record. In many of our great Amer¬ 
ican cities is mute testimony of this—the numerous French 
Huguenot Cemeteries embracing the mortal remains of tens 
of thousands of exiles. In Spain and the Netherlands (and 
Spain seems to be up to her old tricks today) hundreds of 
thousands of Protestants were murdered or forced to flee 
from their homeland. Rome virtually went on a bloody ram¬ 
page. And she did it again as late as during World War II, 
when she gained control for a period of the War in Yugo¬ 
slavia, and hundreds of thousands of men, women and chil¬ 
dren were slaughtered because they would not follow the 
‘Roman Catholic line’: they happened to belong to the Or¬ 
thodox Church. Times do not change so much, after all. 

Today, now and again, Rome shows her teeth and her 
mailed fist in countries like Spain, Portugal, Italy, Colombia 
and elsewhere where she has the upper hand: and American 
Protestants are treated to the spectacle of a miniature mas¬ 
sacre and persecution that many thought was all left behind 
with the Spanish Inquisition or Middle Ages. 

How much has Rome changed? Can a leopard change his 
spots? It is only because news travels so fast these days, and 
the fear of the outbreak of great resentment and international 
repercussions that would impede the Vatican’s ambitious 
schemes and hurt her pocketbook, that holds Rome back from 
really letting loose. The Roman hierarchy and clergy, acting 
under orders from the Vatican, make it practically impossible 
for Protestants to practice their Faith in any Roman Cath¬ 
olic country. 

Nor must it be forgotten that the dictators of our own 
times were all Roman Catholics, backed by the Papacy with 
the closest form of cooperation—Concordats and Treaties— 
and that these dictators who precipitated World War II and 
cost countless million of lives, were tied to the Papacy. 
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Chaper XXIX 

Heir of Luther and Christian Morality

In an excellent article in ‘The Lutheran, Oct. 25, 1961 by 
Martin J. Heinecken, entitled: “Let not Rome Steal Our 
Thunder,” some of the false claims of Rome are carefully 
analysed. One of them is that Roman Catholics claim they 
are the only ones to hold the line in divorce and who do not 
degrade marriage into licensed prostitution by sanctioning 
artificial means of birth control. 

It is not my purpose here to go into the merits or demerits 
of Roman Catholic doctrine on birth-control, but I do wish 
to point out her grave distortions and inconsistencies. 

Is Roman a bulwark? Is Rome a bulwark against Athe¬ 
istic Communism, when it is the Roman Catholic nations in 
Europe that have capitulated to Communism? Is she a bul¬ 
wark in the field of morality, when she has set the example 
by raising money by various dubious means, including gam¬ 
bling: running what she claimed were Church-related busi¬ 
ness-enterprises, tax exempt, such as the making of wines and 
liqueurs, 97% approximately being sold commercially, for 
profit? Is Rome a bulwark against divorce and personal im¬ 
morality when it is a matter of record that Roman Catholic 
Countries, tied to the Vatican by Concordats and Treaties in 
which it is stated: “The Holy Roman Catholic Apostolic 
Church is the sole religion of the Kingdom”—are riddled 
with licensed houses of prostitution and debauchery? Does 
this help the sanctity of marriage? 


DIVORCE 

Is Rome a bulwark against divorce, when she herself per¬ 
mits the breaking up of marriages under devious disguises— 
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annulments; Pauline Privilege, etc. Is she a bulwark when 
she allows Roman Catholics to have their fling with Protes¬ 
tants and others—to claim they are not married in her eyes, 
even though they were married according to American civil 
law. They can come back to her good graces after leaving their 
partners and children to the tender mercies of the world and 
marry a Roman Catholic—blessed with all the trimmings of 
their Church. As I write these words I have in front of me an 
article taken from the Los Angeles Times, June 23, 1960. 
It quotes a Roman Catholic leader — Mgr. Irving A. De 
Blanc—who stated that members of his Church use contra¬ 
ceptives and appear in the divorce courts about as often as 
non-Catholics. He stated that study of 14,071 families in 
Maryland (quite a Roman Catholic stronghold) showed 
divorce ratios of 6.6% for Protestants and 6.4% for Roman 
Catholics. The difference, then, is only 0.2%—nothing to 
boast about. As a former Roman Catholic priest with seven¬ 
teen years wide experience, and one who was in close contact 
with members of the Roman hierarchy both here and abroad, 
I can testify to the grave concern given to the clergy and heir- 
archy at the failure of Roman Catholicism to show results 
of any note—as a bulwark of any type. 

PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY 

The Rugged Individualism of Protestantism: the personal 
responsibility to God and not to a Church: the dictates of 
God-given reason and a good conscience provide a greater 
bulwark against Communism, immorality and the various 
’’Isms” that permeate our society today. Our hope is in God; 
in God and our God-given rights. This alone has proved to 
be the only bulwark against Communism. 


THE CRISIS OF OUR AGE 

Every American knows that we, as a great Nation, are 
going through a crisis. We have reached a point of no return.

The fate of future Americans is in our hands today. We 
must be alert to all that is going on, and at the same time 
be guided by our tried and tested landmarks. 

TWO DISRUPTIVE FORCES—ON TWO FRONTS 

It is unfortunate, to say the least, that just in this day of 
crises two powerful, disruptive forces should be at work at 
the same time, within our shores. Both aim at radically 
changing our w r ay of life and veritably disturbing the peace, 
harmony and goodwill of our Nation. Communism, thank 
God, only to a very limited degree has left its mark. The 
Vatican, on the other hand, has had remarkable success and 
has become the most powerful (and only) politico-religious 
force in our Nation. Many of our most cherished ideals and 
American institutions are under the Vatican’s ruthless attack. 
Religious controversy is fast coming to the surface, encour¬ 
aged by attacks on our Public-school system; Freedom of Reli¬ 
gion; Freedom of the Press; attempts to gain Federal funds 
for sectarian and private schools and institutions; tax-exemp¬ 
tion not only for private and parochial schools, but for com¬ 
mercial enterprises run by the Roman Catholic Church for 
profit; tax exemption also for commercial enterprises fin¬ 
anced by the Vatican—funds originally collected from our 
American people. There is a grab for public property, prop¬ 
erty bought with money collected by taxation—and too much 
of it is finding its way into the hands of the Vatican. All 
Roman Catholic property of whatever nature, on American 
soil, and all Roman Catholic Church funds, are alien prop¬ 
erty—all held in trust for the Papacy. 

TWO COLD WARS 

The truth is that the United States of America is fighting 
two Cold Wars, on two fronts; the Communist conspiracy 
within our Nation and in the international scene; and the 
Vatican Conspiracy inside the United States of America, and 
also, like the Communists, in the international scene. Many

She is both a great National and Inter¬ 
national power-political machine, and also a church at the 
same time. Solomon himself could not say which is operating 
at any given moment—“Dr. Jeykel or Mr. Hyde” or “Dr.

Nevertheless, to careful observers, the Vatican is not al¬ 
ways able to conceal her operations, or to avoid criticism. 
The “Syllabus of Errors” of Pius IX; the alignment with 
dictators like Mussolini, Hitler, Franco, Salazar and others; 
the secret negotiation of the Vatican with top Russian diplo¬ 
mats not long ago—and many other events, give a gleam 
as to what is really going on. 

Even in her own censored publications, now and again the 
truth comes out. In 1955, for example, a small pamphlet was 
published, entitled: ‘Your Child’s Religious Liberty,’ written 
by a Jesuit priest, Virgil C. Blum. It bears the ‘Imprimatur’ 
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of Cardinal Spellman. American ideals and democracy are 
belabored. It accuses American democracy of discriminating 
against its children on religious grounds (p.46) and states 
that only in America—the bastion of liberty—are children 
denied every right to share in the State’s educational benefits 
because of their religious beliefs. This booklet bears interna¬ 
tional copyrights and has evidently been widely circulated 
abroad. Evidently the era of ‘the big lie’ and gross distortion 
is not yet over. Shamelessly, American democracy is unjustly 
pilloried before the world in spite of the fact that our Nation 
‘bends over backwards’ to protect the Rights and Religious 
Freedom of every man, woman and child, irrespective of race 
or creed. The author of the booklet goes further—he accuses 
American democracy (p47) of being inferior to other de¬ 
mocracies on account of the alleged and totally imagined ‘in¬ 
justice.’ Spellman, by endorsing the contents of the booklet 
makes himself obnoxious to every red-blooded American and 
holds himself up to opprobrium. The Communists could not 
have done more harm to America—the nation that has pro¬ 
tected the Roman Church over the long years; whose people 
have been so tolerant and so generous towards her. 


Chapter XXXI 
Our Protestant Heritage 

Unless we are continually on our guard, our Protestant 
heritage will be taken away from us. We shall be forced to 
deny the basic American principle that every man is free to 
profess and embrace the religion he shall believe true, guided 
by his God-given reason (Syllabus of Errors, Pope Pius IX, 
1864). We shall be made to place the Bible in the back¬ 
ground and believe just what Rome teaches—including doc¬ 
trines that she herself invented.

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Chapter XXXII 
Conclusion 

It is an acknowledged fact that Christianity, in the West, 
is at a cross-roads, and at a point of no return. We live in an 
age and day when we can no longer be indifferent — it is 
Christ, or chaos. As St. Paul states, we must have a reason 
for the faith that is within us, and must keep our Christian 
heritage pure—pure as the Gospel of Christ. Nor must we 
forget the warning—that it was the Christian nations in 
Europe that have devastated each other in two World Wars, 
and have paved the way for non-Christians and atheists. We 
must stand by our Protestant and Democratic principles, un¬ 
swervingly, and be living witnesses for the Gospel of Christ. 

The alternative is to save Khrushchev much work and time 
by burying ourselves—a sort of “Do it yourself” program. 

THE REMEDY 

In order to avoid strife, due to involvement of Church and 
State, we should bear in mind what has happened in European 
countries. Protestant Churches and Ministers must be among 
the leaders, and not the led. A word of warning here. Care 
must be taken not to support any organization that uses the 
occasion just to collect money from Churches and other! 
groups, and expends funds collected, mainly for ‘Administra¬ 
tive salaries’ and to line the pockets of individuals. ‘Rackets’ 
are very popular in America today, under the guise of pa¬ 
triotism and religion, as the records of Police Departments 
all over the nation show. The author himself has been vic¬ 
timized on a number of occasions, so speaks from first hand 
experience. 

THE MARCH OF TIME 

After the death of the great Irish tenor, John McCormack 
in 1945, his widow found a note in a small memorandum book 
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on his desk, to the effect that he lived again the days and 
evenings of his long career, and dreamed of operas and con¬ 
certs in which he had his share of success. He went on to 
state that, like the Irish minstrels of old, he had hung up his 
harp because all his songs had now been sung. 

John McCormack had fulfilled his great mission in life— 
that of stirring up the finest and deepest emotion in man by 
poetry and song. 

Each generation has the obligation of taking up the Torch 
—the Light of Truth—and after carrying it bravely for an 
allotted time, must hand it on, undimmed, to those who come 
hereafter. Only in this manner can true progress be main¬ 
tained and man’s advancement assured. May each fulfil his 
mission and leave “Footprints on the sands of time,” for we 
shall only pass along this way once. It is the author’s fervent 
prayer—and hope—that among his many readers may be 
found zealous men and women who will not be found wanting: 
deeds, not just words, are required in these critical time in 
which we live. 

CAUSES OF ABUSES: 

Although I have observed closely, and with foreboding, the 
many and varied abuses I have seen, I am not so much inter- 
esterd in the abuses themselves as in finding out the basic 
causes of these abuses. The abuses are only an external man¬ 
ifestation of something that goes much deeper. Obviously, 
to anv reasonable Christian man or woman, the time came 
when I was face to face with doctrine and doctrinal errors. 
Remove these errors and the abuses cease to flow. Historical 
research proves that the closer men keep to the teachings of 
Christ, clearly contained in the Sacred Scriptures, the less 
chance there is for grave abuses to creep in: the more men 
interpolate their own ideas and mix them with Evangelical 
doctrmes, the more abuses creep in. How often the Old Test¬ 
ament has shown the folly of people trying to improve on 
God’s laws—God’s ways are not the ways of men. Time upon 
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time the Jews of old drifted away from God, only to be 
steeped in idolatry and abuses. Men are presumptious today, 
when they attempt to pervert the true Gospel of Christ: to 
pit their petty minds against the great and incomprehensible 
mind of God. 

CHRISTIANITY—A LIVING FORCE. 

Many years ago, as a newly-ordained member of the 
clergy, I gave an address over the radio. My theme was that 
Christianity was a living force in the world and that the 
time was soon coming when men would be faced with either 
accepting Christ—or chaos. 

Today, after the lapse of years, and long seasoning on the 
battlefield of life, my ideas are unchanged. Much water 
has passed under the mill since those days: the world has 
seen a Second World War of a ferocity and intensity never 
before known in the history of mankind, and is now mar¬ 
shalling its forces for a third, and probably final war: one 
that may not only destroy our present civilization but drive 
men back to primitive form of existence. Perhaps we are even 
facing the Armageddon. We know that the Hand of Divine 
Providence rules over man, and the world in which he has 
been placed. How far God will permit man to progress in 
his work of self-destruction, without intervening, is only 
known to Himself: we must watch and pray. 

Christianity is still not only a living force in the world to¬ 
day but the greatest power of all. More than ever before 
we are faced with Christ—or chaos. The world is groping 
for peace and enlightenment. It is Christ Who can give that 
peace which the world cannot give, Who can point out the 
Way, the Truth, and impart to all men the Life. 

MAKE STRAIGHT HIS PATH 

It is not my desire to disturb the simple faith of people, 
or that one single soul may be lost. Rather, I pray that the 
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bright jewel of Christ’s teachings may shine more clearly be¬ 
fore all men. Remember that many have turned and walked 
away from Christ simply because they have never really 
known Him. Give me Christian men and women, well- 
grounded in the Gospel of Christ; who carry out His prin¬ 
ciples of Truth, Justice andCharity in their daily lives—doers 
of the Word, not hearers only.

The facts to be sought in life are those that have to do 
with the welfare of men—their spiritual welfare as well as 
material. A man endowed with a healthy mind and a healthy 
body is a tremendous force in life. Moreover, he is more 
likely to achieve his God-given purpose. 

We believe that man is a creature of Almighty God, de¬ 
pendent on Him even for the very breath he draws. He was 
created for the Glory of God and to serve Him. Inasmuch as 
man achieves this purpose his life is a success. If he fails, his 
life will be a failure. The history of man has been one long 
succession of achievements and failures. There have been 
periods of progression and periods of retrogression. Material 
and spiritual progress do not always go hand in hand. Often, 
indeed, material progress foreshadows spiritual decay. 

STREAMS OF THOUGHT 

To every generation, though there is a continuous stream 
of human thought without interruption, new problems present 
themselves. To ours, probably more than to any previously 
is presented the problem of resurrecting once more the tre¬ 
mendous force of religion. For several generations this force 
has been over-shadowed, especially by the material activities 
of man. Nevertheless, it is not just the over-emphasis of the 
material side that has had a bad effect. The poor exposition 
of Christ’s teachings by unworthy exponents who have sur¬ 
rounded themselves with flagrant abuses, has had grave effects 
and resulted in turning awav many sincere souls. In the 
twenty-fourth chapter of St. Matthew’s Gospel Christ Him¬ 
self warns us: “And many false prophets shall rise, and shall

deceive many. And because iniquity shall abound, the love of 
many shall wax cold.” (Matt. 24:11-12.) 

This book has been written as an honest and blunt expose 
showing where much of the trouble lies: it pulls no punches. 
“What is Truth?” asked Pilate: he did not pause for an 
answer. In this busy world of ours too many people likewise 
turn away, uninterested. The writer has taken the opposite 
course. Patiently, day and night, for long years he has gather¬ 
ed, compared, evaluated and recorded a mass of data con¬ 
cerning the vital questions facing religion. He has endeavored 
to be objective and now desires to give the fruits of his ex¬ 
perience and research for the benefit of his fellow men. In 
his heart he regrets that many of the facts recorded are not 
otherwise. However Truth is objective and must not be sub¬ 
ject to wishes and personal interests. It is no respecter of per¬ 
sons and knows no race, country or creed. Few men seem 
capable of recording facts just as they are, without doctoring 
them up. There is a popular notion today that each must 
distort facts to suit his own petty ends. This is sheer perver¬ 
sion of Truth, which is unchangeable. 

It takes courage to record events as they actually are un¬ 
folded. Fear of hurting others, or being hurt oneself, are 
often powerful influences leading to distortion of hard facts 
and to “dressing them up” to suit one’s purpose. It is well 
known that Truth is stranger than fiction. Nevertheless, in 
this our own day many people believe fiction rather than 
fact. They are willing to live in a fool’s paradise and go their 
own sweet way. Such men have lost their salt and savor.

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PROTESTANTS & OTHER AMERICANS 

Author’s lawyers are filing suits against an organization 
known as ‘Protestants and Other Americans United for Se¬ 
paration of Church and State’ and against their regional 
director in Los Angeles—Murdoch Donald Morrison, a 
Baptist minister. While on a speaking tour in Churches in 
Oregon and Washington States, in September, 1962, large 
quantities of Author’s book: ‘A Priest Speaks His Mind,’ 
were ‘stolen or lost’ while under the custody of Morrison. 
First, a case of the books was ‘lost or stolen’ while in Med¬ 
ford, Ore. and the Police there alerted and an investigation 
started. Later, in Portland, Ore. the Portland Police Depart¬ 
ment found another very large amount of the books abandoned 
by Morrison at the local Bus Depot. Many copies were miss¬ 
ing. Since there was a possiblity of transportation of the 
‘stolen or lost’ property across State-lines or through the 
mails, the case was brought to the attention of U. S. Federal 
Bureau of Investigation officials and Postal Inspectors. On 
November 30th, 1962 the author received a telephone call 
from Dr. C. Stanley Lowell (of the Washington, D. C. offices 
of Protestants and Other Americans United) that over 
one hundred copies of the (‘stolen or lost’) books were in 
Morrison’s possession at the Los Angeles offices of Protes¬ 
tants and Other Americans United . . . Immediate steps were 
taken through legal channels to obtain a Court order to have 
Sheriff’s officers recover the ‘lost or stolen’ property. In addi¬ 
tion, up to the time of going to press, the author has not 
received one penny for any of the numerous sermons and 
lectures he delivered in Washington and Oregon States in 
September last, in spite of written agreement with Morrison 
and Protestants and Other Americans United. On the tour 
Morrison asked the author to leave out the parts of his ser¬ 
mons where he referred to God-given Rights, and where 
he denounced Communism. The author refused to do so. 

Large collections were taken up at each Church and taken 
uncounted, by Morrison to his motel. 
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Morrison claimed Protestants and Other Americans United 
only paid him $40 weekly, with no auto or traveling expenses. 

Probably thousands of dollars, in collections, were received 
by Morrison on this one lecture- tour, out of which the 
Author so far has not received one penny. In addition, many 
of his books were ‘lost or stolen’ on the trip. Also he is out 
of pocket for hotel and travelling expenses that should have 
been paid by Morrison and Protestant and Other Americans 
United, according to written agreement. This is not counting 
one month’s work—two weeks careful preparation and re¬ 
search for the tour, and two weeks on the trip. 

Written agreement stated that Author retained title to all 
his books, and cash received from their sale. After Church 
services Morrison took charge of sale of Books and cash. 
There was much involvement here. 

Services of the Author and possession of a large quantity 
(1240) of his books were obtained by a ‘ruse’ and by out- 
and-out misrepresentation, and by the signing of documents 
by Morrison, ‘For and on behalf of Protestants and Other 
Americans United’—allegedly without authority, according to 
letter from Archer. The Author was misled to believe that 
Glenn Archer, the Executive Secretary of the organization 
in Washington, D.C. had instructed Morrison to arrange 
the lecture tour with him. Quotations from letters, allegedly 
from Archer, and even long-distance telephone calls from 
Archer, concerning the arrangements, were evidently fic¬ 
tions of Morrison’s vivid imagination—to put it mildly. This 
is if Archer’s letter dated September 25th. last is to be be¬ 
lieved. 

Lowell made a ridiculously low offer (to include return of 
some of the ‘stolen or lost’ books) to Author’s lawyers on 
December 1st. 1962 to settle the case. This, of course, was 
not accepted. Then peeved, he refused to pay anything what¬ 
soever—thus condoning Morrison. My lawyers made efforts 
for months to effect a settlement. Every opportunity was 
given to Protestants and Other Americans United, to settle 
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case amicably. However, the true facts have been gradually 
unfolded. Now—“Let Justice be done, though the heavens 
fall!” 

The sad part of the whole affair is that Morrison is still 
regional director in Los Angeles—‘Still going strong,’ backed 
by Archer and Lowell. 

The many fine Pastors and Elders of the various Churches 
in Washington and Oregon, where Author spoke last Sep¬ 
tember, are deeply chagrined at the way their Churches and 
people have been ‘Used’. I made many friends among them 
and their congregations, and received numerous praiseworthy 
letters. 

Author spoke at nine Churches and was publicized to speak 
at approximately nine more, and his name and reputation 
as a speaker and author were used to draw large attendances 
—for Morrison. 

During his tour Author spoke at churches in Sacramento, 
California; Medford, Grants Pass, Coos Bay, Eugene, Al¬ 
bany, and Hood River in Oregon; and in Tacoma, and 
Centralia, Washington. Newspapers, Pastors and congrega¬ 
tions can testify to the interest shown, and large attendances. 

The activities of Morrison; the attitude of Lowell and the 
head-office of Protestant and Other Americans United, in 
Washington, D.C., give grave concern to many interested in 
the case. It is clear that Freedom of Religion; Separation of 
Church and State; and preservation of American Democracy, 
will not be achieved by such questionable tactics as reported 
above. ‘In God we trust’—but God expects each to do his part! 

The Author has made many friends among Ministers of 
various denominations—Lutheran, Presbyterian, Baptist, 
Seventh Day Adventist & all champions of Freedom of Re¬ 
ligion and men who do their part.
